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An increase 
in violence 
is casting a 
shadow over 
the summer

AS the county reflects on a glorious 
summer, we can reveal the darker side 
to the sunshine. 

Police have been forced to step up pa¬ 
trols in a bid to curb trouble on our streets, 
even our beaches, and there has been a 
worrying spike in domestic violence. 

And the one common denominator 
is alcohol. 

While many have revelled in two 
months of good weather after a long, 
cold winter, others fell out of control 
courtesy of the intoxicating blend of 
booze and sun. 

All of which created a cocktail of 
trouble on our streets and in our homes. 

Kent Police insists the county re¬ 
mains safe - with figures released in July 
showing a 2.4 per cent drop in assaults 
and public order offences - but the force

admits that the hot weather does cause 
a rise in the number of incidents. 

Excessive drinking, the force says, can 
decrease people’s awareness of what is 
going on around them, increasing the 
chances of them becoming a victim or 
being drawn into fights. 

On the weekend of July 26-28, some 
126 arrests were made for violent 
crime; August 2-4, 138 arrests, August 
9-11, 139 arrests; August 16-18, 111 
arrests; and August 23-25, 80 arrests. 

The figures suggest the blitz on such 
crime, with officers out in numbers in 
town centres historically linked with 
violent crime, did the job, with numbers 
decreasing over the last three weekends. 

Chief Inspector Lee Russell explained: 
“Violent crime is linked to the night

time economy and when there is hot 
weather you do get some people out 
drinking excessively. 

“We do specific operations at key 
points in the year; so during the sum¬ 
mer and Christmas, when there’s an 
increase of people who wish to go out 
and drink, sometimes to excess. 

“Summer weather can increase prob¬ 
lems and so we’ve focused our opera¬ 
tion on that.” 

This means not only tackling those in 
pubs in the evenings and late at night, 
but people enjoying themselves a bit too 
much during the day. 

He added: “We see issues on beaches 
in the early afternoons. Sometimes peo¬ 
ple are drunk before we get anywhere 
near them. 

“We do a lot of increased visibility po¬ 
licing, reminding people to be sensible. 

“In the majority of cases, people are 


going out to have a good time and enjoy 
themselves, not to go and get in a fight. 

“If we get abuse, we direct them to 
leave. 

“We are the police and we take a ro¬ 
bust approach and that’s what people 
in Kent want.” 

Kent has the biggest Community Al¬ 
cohol Partnership in the country, 
where authorities work together and 
with retailers to prevent booze-related 
problems. 

“The message is; serve drinks, not 
drunks,” said Ch Insp Russell. 

He stressed, however, that it was the 
responsibility of the individual to drink 
sensibly. 

He said: “They can help us help them 
by drinking responsibly. 

“We’re there to let people enjoy them¬ 
selves, but if there is a problem then we 
will step in. 

“We see problems where people 
aren’t looking after themselves, like 


walking in the road, falling into rivers. 

“Our aim is to keep Kent a safe place. ” 

But it’s not just in the pubs and streets 
where trouble can be found. 

Worryingly, with the arrival of sum¬ 
mer and the hot weather, the number of 
domestic violence incidents rises. 

In fact, Ch Insp Russell says, this 
makes up the highest proportion of all 
violent crime. 

And, unsurprisingly, much of it is 
linked to booze. 

“Domestic abuse is a big part of all the 
violence we deal with,” he said. 

“It’s sometimes difficult to manage as 
a lot of the time it’s behind closed doors. 
Work is being carried out to build confi¬ 
dence and offer support for victims so 
they contact us.” 

But despite the seasonal spike, it’s 
worth remembering Kent towns have 
no more of a problem than others in the 
country and in many cases, perhaps 
less. 


Knife crime is low and gun crime al¬ 
most non-existent. 

But for victims, the consequences of 
violent crime can be devastating. 

Chief Constable Ian Learmonth said 
he is looking to combat all violent crime 
and is particularly focused on bringing 
domestic abuse offenders to justice 
quickly. 

He is currently pushing to have a spe¬ 
cial court for this purpose. 

He explained: “With the Crown Pros¬ 
ecution Service we are exploring how to 
bring offenders to justice more quickly. 

“We are looking to see whether it is 
possible to have dedicated courts for do¬ 
mestic violence. 

“This would help us reduce delays 
which sometimes cause the victim to 
withdraw their complaint.”

CRIME 

Probe into P&O chef 
death amid claims of 
‘cling film sex game’

DETECTIVES investigating the 
death of a man apparently in¬ 
volved in a bizarre sex game 
which went tragically wrong 
say they are waiting on toxicol¬ 
ogy reports before drawing any 
conclusions. 

It has been widely reported 
that Alun Williams, 47, from 
Shepherds well, died after being 
wrapped in cling film. 

He was found dead at a prop¬ 
erty in East Street in Tower 
Hamlets, Dover, on August 20 
at 6 am. 

It emerged this week that Mr 
Williams was head chef on a 
cross-Channel ferry for P&O. 

Police have so far remained 
tight-lipped over the cause of 
death while investigations con¬ 
tinue. 

Two men, aged 21 and 34, 


and both believed to be from 
the area, have been arrested. 
They are on police bail until 
November 7. 

P&O Ferries spokesman Bri¬ 
an Rees said: “At this stage it is 
an unexplained death and re¬ 
mains under police investiga¬ 
tion. 

“I think all we can say at the 
moment is this is a desperately 
sad loss of a colleague. 

“We express our thoughts 
for his family and friends. He 
was well known to the staff 
here, where he worked as head 
chef.” 

Kent Police said Mr Wil¬ 
liams' family was being kept 
updated on the investigation 
process. 

A force spokesman added: 
“A post mortem has been car¬ 
ried out, but we are now hav¬ 
ing to wait for the results of the 
various associated tests before 


any final conclusions can be 
drawn.” 

The act of being wrapped 
tightly like a mummy is a fetish 
thought to have been made 
popular in Japan. 

It is often known as ‘mum¬ 
mified bondage’ and while the 
use of cling film, or saran wrap, 
is common, other materials 
like bandages can be used to 
give the participant a feeling of 
complete confinement and 
helplessness by physically re¬ 
stricting them. 

A degree of auto-erotic as¬ 
phyxiation can sometimes be 
used when the face is also cov¬ 
ered or wrapped. 

It is not without risk howev¬ 
er. Famous victims of auto¬ 
erotic asphyxiation are said to 
include INXS singer Michael 
Hutchence, MP Stephen Milli¬ 
gan and Kung Fu actor David 
Carradine.

Then get ready for 
11 weeks of delays and disruption

MOTORISTS are being warned to expect delays 
and disruption as major water main repair work 
takes place along the busy A249 between 
Maidstone and Sittingbourne. 

Following a number of bursts, 

South East Water is to replace a 
730-metre long section of pipeline 
along the A249 between the junc¬ 
tions of Hayes Lane and Steps Hill 
Road. 

This is between the County Show- 
ground at Detling and the busy Stock- 
bury junction of the M2 motorway. 

There will be lane closures and speed restric¬ 
tions when the work, which is expected to take 


nearly three months to complete, begins later 
this month. 

James Smith, delivery manager at South East 
Water, said: “To ensure motorists can continue 
using the A249 while we install this new pipe¬ 
line, lane closures and speed restrictions 
will be in operation. 

“There will also be a period when 
Steps Hill Road will be temporarily 
closed at the junction with the 
A249. During this time a diversion 
route will be in operation and clearly 
signed. 

“I would like to apologise to motor¬ 
ists and the local community for any in¬ 
convenience this essential work will cause.” 

Construction is due to start on Monday, Sep¬ 
tember 9 and take about 11 weeks to complete. 



ROADS 

A2 resurfacing begins 


THERE will be delays too for motorists when a 
six-week resurfacing scheme begins in Canter¬ 
bury on Monday. 

The work will involve overnight carriageway 
closures and temporary closures of lay-bys 
between the Harbledown and Bridge junctions. 

It is due to be completed on October 14. 

Anita Waterton, of the Highways Agency, said: 
"We've planned the work when traffic flows are 
lowest, to minimise the disruption." 


COUNCIL 

Leader’s open letter

Look what lurks in 


Marijke Cox and Chris Murphy dive into the 



IF YOU’VE just returned from relaxing in front of 
a turquoise sea, rich in brightly coloured fish and 
vibrant coral, you could be forgiven for not look¬ 
ing upon the English Channel or North Sea with 
quite the same relish when it comes to wildlife. 

Courtesy of the weather, the waters which 
surround Kent are often cold and dull-looking; 
with the perception that its wildlife stretches 
merely to crabs, cockles and cod. 

But you underestimate the stretch of water at 
your peril. 

Because it is the coming together of the two 
stretches of water which creates fertile seas and 
a staggering array of creatures. 

Beneath the surface is a huge selection of if not 
stunning, then at least ecologically important 
and interesting species one would perhaps not 
expect so close to home. 

Did you know, for example, that sharks are 
regular visitors? 

Before swimmers run screaming from the wa¬ 
ter, the majority are harmless. But if you go look¬ 
ing, you can find shark species such as dogfish, 
catsharks and smooth hounds. 

But bigger and more well known species can 
also be found - albeit rarely - off our coast. 

Blue sharks, in particular, have been 
known to visit the deep waters off Ram¬ 
sgate. Attacks on humans by this spe¬ 
cies are rare, with just 13 recorded 
globally. 

Their bite is unlikely to prove 
fatal although they boast a set of 
sharp, serrated teeth. 

This species, found off every 
continent except Antarctica, is on 
the threatened list, with 10-20 
million each year killed as a result 
of fishing. 

Fisherman David Hancock, who 
runs Kent Charter Fishing from Ram¬ 
sgate, said he has seen some up to six 
foot long. 

“From the late spring through to the 
autumn we have a large run of tope 
sharks and blue sharks within easy 
reach of Ramsgate Royal Harbour,” he 
said. 

“In 2011 we were the top boat in Kent 
and Essex, regularly catching 10 to 20 
sharks a day.” 

He stressed all the fish are returned to 
the sea. 

Tope sharks, which, like the blue, have the 
chilling shape and fin of the archetypal shark, 
are also found off Kent, but are harmless to us. 

A spokesman for the Marine Conservation So¬ 
ciety (MCS) said other sharks potentially seen 
would be the harmless basking shark and por¬ 
beagles. 

Kent Charter Fishing said the Goodwin Sands, 
off Deal, offer skate and thornback rays, with 
Margate boasting thornbacks, seabass and cod. 

While some may not see the beauty of our 
seas, others have worked hard to mobilise plans 
for four marine conservation zones (MCZ) to be 
set up to protect fish and other marine life. 

Just last week, conservationists from the Zoo¬ 
logical Society of London (ZSL) revealed the find¬ 
ings of a groundbreaking survey which uncov¬ 
ered a staggering 708 seals living around the 
Thames Estuary, along the south east Kent 
coastline and in creeks and rivers. 

These MCZs wll help protect them from distur¬ 
bance and the impact of over fishing. 

Kent Wildlife Trust was integral in seeing the 
plans pushed forward, bringing together more 
than 2,000 supporters to bombard the Depart¬ 
ment for Environment, Food and Rural Affairs 


(Defra) with sug¬ 
gestions on which areas 
are in most need of help. 

In 2011, the Government received dozens of 
recommendations nationally, including 11 in 
Kent. Plans for just four from that group are now 
moving forward; the Medway Estuary, Thanet 
Coast, Folkestone Pomerania and Hythe Bay. A 
fi n al decision will be announced in the autumn. 

Bryony Chapman, the trust’s marine police of¬ 
ficer, told us: “We will welcome these zones. 
They are important for the conservation of all 
the various species in our waters. 

“The stalked jellyfish and seahorse which had 
been found just outside Dover harbour are both 
highlighted specifically for protection in the 
zones. 

“There is a huge diversity of life in the seas 
around Kent and the rest of the country, but it is 
declining under the pressure of a whole range of 
human activities. 

“The network of zones is designed to ensure 
we have a network of safe havens where exam¬ 
ples of each of our different marine habitats and 
species are protected from damage and can re¬ 
cover to health.”

ward around the UK and these were whit¬ 
tled down to 31 after a public consultation. 

MCS says where the cold water of the North 
Sea meets the warmer water of the western 
Channel, marine life thrives. 

Plants and animals colonise the numerous 
wrecks which provide a welcome hard surface to 
attach to in a typically sandy environment. 

MCS pointed out this is also a great region to 
see the intricate reef communities built by the 
humble honeycomb worm. 

Melissa Moore, MCS senior policy officer, said: 
“For a government prioritising economic recov¬ 
ery, the creation of MCZs is a policy it should be 
fully supporting. 

“The secretary of state has made no secret of 
the simplicity of his mandate from the Prime 
Minister - to grow the rural economy, and si¬ 
multaneously protect and enhance our natural 
capital. MCZs represent the most urgent, and 
most immediate opportunity, to deliver on this. 

“Every day of further delays results in more of 
these sites being damaged by trawling and 
dredging. 

“We think they are making a grave error in 
not backing the full network. Our campaign for 
a world class network of MCZs continues.”

Ms Chapman said Kent gets a varie¬ 
ty of sponges of all colours and shapes, 
anemones, sea snails, sea slugs, seasquirts, star¬ 
fish, sea urchins, crabs, lobsters, shrimps, 
prawns, oysters, mussels and reefs made from 
the tubes of tiny rossworms. 

“We also have a lovely array of seaweeds on 
the shore and shallow waters,” she said. 

“There is a huge variety of fish, from the tom- 
pot blenny living in reef crevices, to the dogfish, 
as well as eels, cod, sand eels, plaice, sole, dab, 
flounder, lumpsucker fish, pipefish and seahors¬ 
es.” 

James Salmon runs sea safaris from Dover. 

He too stressed how important the conserva¬ 
tion zones will be to our coast. 

“They will be great for us -1 just hope the Gov¬ 
ernment doesn’t see this as a chance to charge 
us a hefty fee for a licence to carry on work,” he 
said. “Our seal spotting tours are very popular, 
and we are unique in Kent in that we are the 
only company that takes sightseers to the White 
Cliffs of Dover to see the caves and wrecks there. 

“We also go to the Goodwin Sands, so it would 
be very sad if someone in charge decides to price 
us out of business.” 

The MCS said originally 127 sites were put for-

In addition to the regular 
visitors to the county’s 
coastline, Kent has also had 
some very special guests. 

Perhaps most famous was 
the dolphin who lived close to 
the shore in Sandgate, near 
Folkestone. Originally spotted 
in 2006, Dave, as he was 
quickly coined (and ultimately 
changed to Davina when it 
was pointed out he was in fact 
a she), spent some 18 months 
providing visitors with the 
remarakble sight of a dolphin 
leaping out of the water. 

By the end of 2007, 
sightings stopped. It is not 
known if she opted to swim 
out to find her pod, or had 
developed an injury. 

In addition, there have been 
other big creatures coming 
close to shore accidentally. 

Earlier this year, a 36ft 
humpback whale was found 
floating off Sheppey. 

In 2011, a 45ft 
sperm whale 
washed up on the 
beach at Pegwell 
Bay, near Ramsgate, 
while later the 
same year a 25ft 
minke whale washed up over 
Christmas in Westgate. 

A 28ft humpback whale 


was also spotted off Graves¬ 
end in 2009, before washing 
up near the Dartford bridge. 

Experts believe 
they had been 
seeking fish in the 
North Sea, before 
getting into 
difficulty. The tide 
then sweeping 
them towards Kent. 

In 1995 a killer whale found 
itself stranded at Pegwell Bay, 
while in 2008 there were 


sightings of the mammals off 
the Folkestone coast. 

Most famously, in 2006, a 
seven-tonne bottle nosed 
whale swam up the Thames 
Estuary into central London 
before becoming stranded. 

With fading health - it had 
been unable to feed for days 
- the whale was transported 
by boat back to the open seas, 
with a view to releasing it off 
the coast of Margate. It died 
en route, however.

Chance to visit Dickens’ former home 
gets closer as top school moves out

THE former home of celebrated author Charles 
Dickens is to be opened to the public for the first 
time since his death in 18 70. 

Current owner Gad’s Hill Independent School 
is opening the Grade I-listed Georgian Gad’s Hill 
Place in Higham, near Rochester, following the 
completion of the first phase of a major multi¬ 
million pound project to build two new schools 
in the grounds of the old house. 

Gad’s Hill Place, where Dickens penned clas¬ 
sics including Great Expectations and A Tale of 
Two Cities, has been used by the school for 
teaching since the 1920s. 

The school dining hall was where the author 
died, while the headmaster’s office was his study. 

But headmaster David Craggs said the fragile 
18th century building can no longer keep up 
with the “demands of modern day education” 
and instead students will be taught in the two 
new state-of-the-art schools. 

Mr Craggs said: “Ninety years ago John Burt 
brought Gad’s Hill Place to convert it into a resi¬ 
dential school. 

“Since then, thousands of children have had 
the rare honour of being able to learn English in 
what was Charles Dickens’ bedroom. 

“While I will miss the unique privilege of run¬ 
ning a school from the great man’s own study, I 


feel that we have built a new school of the high¬ 
est quality and standard that the 21st century 
can provide, which is only right for our truly 
outstanding students. 

“I feel certain that in 90 years time, everyone 
involved in the school will look back and be 
proud of the values and the building they have 
inherited. ” 

The John Melville Building - named after the 
school’s chair of governors - will be officially 
opened on September 4 by Marion Dickens, 
Dickens’ great-great-granddaughter and trustee 
of the charity due to take over Gad’s Hill Place, 
and Dickens’ great-great-great-grandson Harry 
Lloyd, who starred as Viserys Targaryen in hit 
television programme Game of Thrones. 

Marion Dickens will work through the charity

on a series of refurbishment projects on Gad’s 
Hill Place. 

She said: “Since the house was turned into a 
school, public access to it has been very limited. 

“Now, for the first time, people who love the 
books will be able to visit his home.” 

The new school will span two floors and boast 
a sports hall, theatre and dining area, as well as 
performance spaces. 

John Melville, said: “This school which we 
have been building over the last few years is hav¬ 
ing a major impact on the community it serves. 

“Gad’s is committed to teaching our young 
people in buildings fit for the 21st century.” 

Renovation work will now take place on the 
old house ahead of it being opened for the public. 
A date for opening has not yet been set. 


THE AUTHOR IN KENT 



Charles Dickens held Kent in a very special 
part of his heart. 

Originally born in Portsmouth, he moved 
to Chatham when he was four, where his 
father worked at the dockyard. 

As a young boy, Charles Dickens, while 
walking with his father, is famously quoted 
as once looking upon Gad's Hill Place and 
declaring one day he would like to Live there. 
His father told him that if he were to work 
hard, perhaps one day he would. 

After Leaving Chatham aged 11, he would 
return to spend his honeymoon in Chalk, 
near Gravesend, aged 24. 

He and his family would holiday in 
Broadstairs - using the Local Fort House as 
the basis of Bleak House, the name of which 
it eventually adopted. 

At the height of his success, he fulfilled a 
childhood goal by buying Gad's Hill Place as 
a family home. He would remain there untiL 
his death in 1870 aged just 58.

Quality of hospital food is under the spotlight

IT’S the stuff of culinary nightmares, 
but it seems attempts over the years to 
improve hospital food have done little 
for its reputation. 

In fact, findings by the Care Quality 
Commission (COC) show that in 2012 
almost half of all patients at Kent’s 
hospitals were, if not unhappy, then 
at least underwhelmed by what was 
served up. 

The findings from the COC, from 
data collated in 2012 and released 
this week by the Campaign for Better 
Hospital Food, show only 5.2 patients 
out of every 10 could describe their 
food as good. 

And that was the highest rating of 
all the hospitals in Kent. 

At Medway Maritime Hospital, the 
number was four - the second lowest 
in the country. 

Health chiefs in Medway, however, 
have defended the statistics, stating 
that since July this year, all patients 
have been able to choose from an “im¬ 
proved and flexible” menu. 

Head of facilities, Jane Walden, said 
Medway NHS Foundation Trust, 
which runs the hospital in Gilling¬ 
ham, had undertaken a formal ten¬ 
dering process which involved taster 


days and included dieticians, patients 
and others involved in patient care. 

This, she says, was to enable the 
trust to make an informed choice 
about selecting a new supplier for in¬ 
patient meals. 

She explained: “We’ve worked re¬ 
ally hard to look at the day-to-day 
comments we get from patients on 
wards, as well as the National Inpa¬ 
tient Survey results, to deliver a menu 
that offers choice and meets personal 


preferences whilst ensuring the meals 
served are nutritionally balanced to 
support patient recovery. 

“There has been a focus on improv¬ 
ing the quality of the meals we serve 
to our patients.” 

She said high energy soups, diverse 
cultural options, jacket potatoes and 
fillings along with roast dinners were 
among the dishes on offer. 

She added: “There are lots more we 
want to do to further improve patient 


experience during mealtimes and one 
of the areas we are looking at, with 
our nutrition nurse specialist, is the 
development of pictorial menus for de¬ 
mentia and any other special needs 
requirements.” 

In the COC data, all hospitals fared 
well in terms of choice, with some 80 
per cent of patients stating they had 
been offered a choice of food. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust, which runs Tunbridge 
Wells Hospital and Maidstone Hospi¬ 
tal, came out top of all the Kent hospi¬ 
tals, with 5.2 of every 10 patients rat¬ 
ing food good. 

A trust spokesman said: “It is pleas¬ 
ing to see that our patients recognise 
the high quality and good choice of 
meals available to them. 

“We routinely check the nutritional 
value of meals served to ensure they 
meet patient requirements and carry 
out taste tests.” 

East Kent Hospitals’ University NHS 
Foundation Trust, which looks after 
the Queen Elizabeth the Queen Moth¬ 
er Hospital in Margate, Kent and Can¬ 
terbury, and William Harvey Hospital 
in Ashford, saw 5.1 of every 10 pa¬ 
tients rate food as good. 

An East Kent spokesman said: 
“Since the inpatient survey was con¬ 
ducted nearly 12 months ago, the 


trust has been working hard to im¬ 
prove its food satisfaction scores with 
patients. 

“We ask 500-1,000 patients a 
month about their experiences and 
follow up any wards with low scores 
with the ward manager. 

“During the last year significant 
changes have been made, including 
the introduction of Serco as the new 
catering supplier. 

“This change brought the opportu¬ 
nity to introduce significant benefits 
for patients in how we deliver meals at 
our hospitals.” 

Dartford and Gravesham NHS 
Trust, which runs Darent Valley Hos¬ 
pital, saw 4.5 in 10 rate food good. 

The Campaign for Better Hospitals 
has accused hospitals of routinely 
awarding themselves a high rating for 
the quality of their patient meals de¬ 
spite findings by the COC. 

The group said annual assessments 
carried out by hospital staff show 99 
per cent of patient meals with a “good” 
rating, which is in stark contract to 
the COC findings. 

Coordinator of the campaign, Alex 
Jackson, said: “It is time for the Gov¬ 
ernment to come clean about the sor¬ 
ry state of hospital food in England 
and set mandatory standards for pa¬ 
tient meals.”

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FIRE 

Dry summer means 
just one spark could 
lead to devastation

FIREFIGHTERS fear it is only a matter of time be¬ 
fore tragedy strikes as the long, hot summer 
turns huge swathes of the countryside into a tin- 
derbox, ready to ignite. 

The emergency services are currently tackling 
close to 100 fires in crops, grassland and heath- 
land every week across Kent and admit many 
are being sparked by people not taking care with 
the dry ground. 

That’s almost double the number recorded last 
year. 

And every time a barbecue or disgarded ciga¬ 
rette butt causes a fire, crews are being diverted 
from tackling major incidents where lives may 
be at risk. 

Just this week, fire crews have had to deal with 
separate incidents of hay bales on fire on Shep- 
pey and another involving scrubland in Thanet. 

But this is just the tip of the iceberg. 

Firefighters have tackled more than 760 fires 
in outdoor areas including woodland, grassland 
and rubbish heaps since July 1. 

Last year’s wetter, cooler summer saw just 
408 such fires over the same period. 

It has sparked warnings from Kent Fire and 
Rescue Service (KFRS) for people to take extra 
care not to start fires. It warns not only does it 
kill precious habitat and devastate wildlife, it can 
cause a very real threat to people’s homes and 
safety. 

Head of community safety at KFRS, Stuart 
Skilton, said: “We are appealing to people to en¬ 
sure they take extra care not to start fires, 
whether it is simply disposing of cigarettes and 
other rubbish in a responsible manner, to being 
fire safe with outdoor activities such as camping 
and barbecuing. 

“During the summer, outdoor fires are a major 
issue for our crews as they can spread easily and 
destroy thousands of acres of countryside, crops 
and wildlife habitats. 

“This puts enormous demands on our resourc¬ 


es as well as posing a serious threat to lives and 
homes.” 

In just five days during August, firefighters 
were called to eight separate fires in Thanet, in¬ 
cluding a blazing field, dumped rubbish set alight 
and unattended bonfires. 

Fire chiefs fear it is only a matter of time before 
an incident causes major damage and possibly 
casualties. 

Margate crew manager Shaun Humphries 
said it was important for people to realise that 
outdoor fires can be unpredictable and behave 
differently depending on the weather. 

“They can spread very quickly and divert 
crews away from other incidents such as road 
crashes and house fires, where lives may be in 
danger,” he said. 

Many of the summer’s fires have been caused 
by rubbish being dumped, offering an easy target 
for arsonists, or people trying to burn their 
waste. 

Mr Humphries said: “Rather than setting fire 
to your rubbish, take it to the local tip or contact 
the council for advice on how to dispose of it. 

“There’s no need to burn it or dump it where it 
can act as a potential fire hazard and be targeted 
by arsonists.” 

Luckily, there have been no severe injuries 
caused by the summer’s outdoor fires, but it’s 
only a matter of time. 

Acres of crops have been destroyed - three 
acres in West Mailing just last week - and hay 
bales on Sheppey and Ramsgate this week, leav¬ 
ing farmers out of pocket. 

Large swathes of picturesque woodland have 
also been destroyed. 

Wainscott, near the Hoo Peninsula, saw two 
fires in less than a month in the same woodland, 
with firefighters spending hours in both cases 
trying to bring the flames under control. The first 
was believed to have been caused by a camp fire. 
The second covered 120 metres of land. 

The issue is expected to quieten as the autumn 
approaches but with the possibility of an Indian 
summer, it could continue into September.

Shopper has heart 
attack in the Pantiles 

SHOPPERS were Left stunned after a man suf¬ 
fered a heart attack in the middle of one of the 
county's most historic shopping centres. 

Emergency crews fought in vain to save the 
Life of the man who collapsed in the Pantiles, in 
Tunbridge Wells, at around 2pm on Tuesday, as 
anxious passers-by looked on. 

A spokesman for Kent Police, who attended 
the incident, said the man was pronounced dead 
at the scene.

A SERIES of early morning drug raids in Medway 
resulted in four arrests. 

It followed months of intelligence gathering 
on suspected drugs networks. 

Five addresses were searched in Chatham 
and Gillingham by the Metropolitan Police's 
Trident Gang Crime Command. 

A 32-year-old was bailed until October 10, 
two 28-year-olds cautioned and a woman, 54, 
received a penalty notice.

WHAT IS THE GREEN BELT? 


Kent actually has relatively little 
officially designated Green Belt. 

Designed to prevent urban 
sprawl and, in the south east, the 
expansion of London into the 
Home Counties, the Metropolitan 
Green Belt rings the capital, 
running through the districts of 
Bromley, Dartford, Gravesham, 
Maidstone, Tonbrige, Tunbridge 


Wells and Sevenoaks. 

Elsewhere in the county are 
what are known as greenfield 
sites - undeveloped land which 
can range from agricultural fields 
to sites left to evolve naturally. 

Developers generally prefer 
greenfield sites as brownfield land 
often involve clean-up costs 
before work can start.

COMMUNITY activism is helping to 
protect the Green Belt in our county - 
but conservationists warn we must not 
rest on our laurels in the on-going fight 
to stop our green and pleasant land 
from being over developed. 

While Kent is leading the way in 
putting a stop to inappropriate develop¬ 
ment, as demonstrated in Gravesham 
where plans to build thousands of 
homes on greenbelt land were scrapped 
last year following public opposition, 
environmental campaigners say the 
threat is ever present. 

A report this week by the Campaign 
to Protect Rural England (CPRE) 
showed the number of sites under 
threat across the UK’s Green Belt (see 
box off for definition) has almost dou¬ 
bled in a year. 

And although Kent was excluded 
from the map of at-risk areas, the report 
has done little to stifle local fears that 
development could creep onto cher¬ 
ished land. 

Jamie Weir, from CPRE Protect Kent, 
stressed that while there may not be 
massive developments currently 
planned for our Green Belt, which is lo¬ 
cated in areas including Sevenoaks and 
Dartford, it did not mean communities 
could rest easy. 

He said: “Kent is under significant 
pressure from house building and de¬ 
velopment both within the Green Belt 
and on a wide array of greenfield spaces 
throughout the county. 

“We are constantly fighting inappro¬ 
priate and unsustainable development 
proposals throughout the county, and 


with the increasing housing pressure 
we are seeing a rise in greenbelt desig¬ 
nated land and greenfield development 
proposals coming to fruition.” 

Currently, district and borough 
councils across Kent are drawing up or 
seeing their Local Plans approved. This 
is an important document setting out 
plans for growth up to the year 2031. 

There’s no denying local authority 
planning chiefs are in a difficult posi¬ 
tion; trying to balance the need for new 
housing with the need to protect the 
Garden of England. 

Many have stressed they will priori¬ 
tise brownfield sites for development, 
but with a huge need for housing 
in some districts, it seems almost inevi¬ 
table some will end up on greenfield 
sites and in some cases, possibly the 
Green Belt. 

Campaigners in Maidstone are cur¬ 
rently battling for the protection of 
greenfield land after the council un¬ 
veiled the need to build 14,500 houses. 
The council insists it will always priori¬ 
tise brownfield sites. 

Fears are the historical city of Canter¬ 
bury, which has a plan for 15,000 new 
homes, could also see areas of outstand¬ 
ing natural beauty (AONB) or green¬ 


field land built on. 

Development proposals for Dover, in¬ 
cluding the building of more than 600 
homes in the Kent Downs AONB, were 
approved in June. 

One glimmer of hope, however, is 
that the Government recently issued a 
written ministerial statement stressing 
that the single issue of housing demand 
did not in itself justify building on the 
Green Belt. 

Senior planning campaigner for 
CPRE, Paul Miner, said: “Ministers 
saying the Green Belt is not being given 
the level of protection they expected 
is a welcome recognition of the prob¬ 
lem. 

“But the extent to which the threat is 
growing - nearly doubling in a year na¬ 
tionally - is deeply worrying. It should 
not be necessary to build on greenbelt 
land when there is enough brownfield 
land available. 

“Greenbelts prevent urban sprawl 
and are the green lungs of many of 
our largest or most historic towns and 
cities. 

“Ministers need to go further. Hard 
decisions are needed to help ensure 
both urban regeneration and protec¬ 
tion of the Green Belt.”

No badger cull expected here, as opinion is split

A CONTROVERSIAL pilot scheme to 
cull badgers has been blasted by an 
MP who claims there is no scientific 
evidence it will prevent bovine tuber¬ 
culosis. 

Tracey Crouch, Conservative mem¬ 
ber for Chatham and Aylesford, is furi¬ 
ous the go-ahead has finally been giv¬ 
en to shoot 5,000 badgers in Somerset 
and Gloucestershire, with high-pow¬ 
ered rifles. 

Ms Crouch said: “It is a sad day and 
one not backed by science or assess¬ 
ment.” 

However, while the row intensifies, 
it is extremely unlikely any extension 
of the cull would include Kent. 

The National Farmers’ Union said 
the county has a low number of cattle 
and therefore is unlikely to be affected. 

NFU spokesman William White 
said: “We are pleased to see the cull 
has started. 

“This needs to happen to get this 
disease under control. 

“I don’t foresee a cull in Kent be¬ 
cause there are so few cattle. The cull 
in the south west is important, how¬ 
ever, to prevent a spread of bovine TB. 

“They do not have a larger number 
of badgers than anyone else, but they 


have the potential to affect more cows 
in that part of the country. ” 

He said farmers 20 years ago had at 
most two badger setts on their land. 
Nowit is up to 15. 

Damian Green, Conservative MP 
for Ashford, added: “We have been 
lucky in Kent so far that we have not 
seen bovine TB destroying our dairy 
herds, but farmers in Kent will have 
great sympathy with their counter¬ 
parts in the West Country who have 
been severely hit by this. 

“It is regrettably necessary to carry 
out these pilots. Evidence from other 
parts of the world show the policy 
works to help eradicate bovine TB.” 

Defra scientists believe a cull will re¬ 
duce the number of new cases of TB in 
herds by 12-to-16 per cent in nine 
years. 

Hugh Robertson, Conservative MP 
for Faversham, added: “There are rel¬ 
atively few cattle herds in Kent. Live¬ 
stock tends to predominate in the west 
of the country whereas in Kent agri¬ 
culture is more fruit and crops based. I 
am a government minister so support 
government policy, which is to con¬ 
duct a test cull.” 

The RSPCA said it is deeply sad¬ 
dened and remains committed to stop¬ 
ping the “misguided attempt” to con¬ 
trol the disease. 


The charity also criticised the use of 
guns because badger anatomy makes 
it difficult to make an instant kill. 

RSPCA chief executive Gavin Grant 
said: “As we speak, thousands of inno¬ 
cent animals are being culled in our 
countryside - and we do not know the 
extent of their suffering or how hu¬ 
mane the methods being used to kill 
them are. 

“It is very likely many of them are 
lying injured, suffering a painful death. 


We fear we could well receive an in¬ 
flux of calls to come to their rescue.” 

The Country Land and Business As¬ 
sociation speaks for land owners in 
Kent. Its president, Harry Cotterell, 
said: “Managing badgers is an essen¬ 
tial part of the strategy seeking to 
eradicate this terrible disease from 
livestock and wildlife in England. 

“Bovine TB in England has already 
cost the taxpayer an estimated 
£500m in the past decade, and, with- 


BOVINE TB 


Rising steadily since the 1980s, 
bovine TB causes serious 
respiratory problems to cattle 
contracting the illness. 

In the UK, farms are tested 
every four years. Any cattle with 
the illness are destroyed to 
prevent it spreading. 

There is scientific proof which 
links the spread of bTB from 
badgers to cattle, cattle to 
badgers and cattle to cattle. 

However, the crux of the 
argument is how big a role 
badgers play in spreading the 
illness.

PLANS go on show next week revealing ambi¬ 
tious multi-million pound designs for a Maid¬ 
stone shopping complex, which would see the 
existing site demolished and a major new devel¬ 
opment put in its place. 

The proposals are to transform the Newnham 
Court Shopping Village - which is just off junc¬ 
tion seven of the M20.

“We are confident our proposals represent a 
fantastic opportunity to enhance the shopping 
experience that Maidstone can offer both resi¬ 
dents and visitors as well as making a significant 
investment and major job creation in the area.” 

Newnham Court Shopping Village was origi¬ 
nally opened in 1983. In additional to Notcutts 
there is currently a host of small shops as well as 
a pub and restaurant on the site. 

Before a planning application is submitted, 
Land Securities is inviting residents, businesses 
and community groups to see the plans. 

The two-day public consultation takes place at 
Newnham Court on Friday, September 6, from 
10am to 6pm, and Saturday, September 7, from 
10am and 3pm.

After Ukip’s remarkable gains during the county 
council elections in May, could its charismatic 
leader now be set to run for Westminster?

HIS party stormed to surprising success in the 
county council elections, sparking speculation 
leader Nigel Farage would not stop there in at¬ 
tempting to put Ukip on Kent’s political map. 

Now he’s dropped a heavy hint he may stand 
in the county at the next General Election. 

Gaining 17 seats on Kent County Council - 
and in doing so becoming the main opposition to 
the ruling Conservatives - certainly saw the par¬ 
ty rise in the credibility ranks, but cynics will ar¬ 
gue it takes more than mid-term success at a lo¬ 
cal level to gain outright national recognition. 

So to see Ukip build on its support in this true 
blue county, it might just take one man - none 
other than Mr Farage himself - to continue the 
momentum. 

A Kent resident, living in Westerham and a 
south east MEP, it wouldn’t be so surprising for 
him to stand in the 2015 General Election for 
one of the county’s 17 seats. 

Perhaps more likely than in Lincolnshire, 
which has also been a rumoured target for him 
after the party did well in the local elections in 
the eastern county in May. 


Speaking to KoS this week, Mr Farage refused 
to rule out standing for a Kent seat, but would 
not be drawn into the details. 

“It’s a possibility, I’ve said absolutely no more 
than that,” he said. “Kent is an area which made 
extraordinary progress in the county council 
elections and we do feel Ukip could do well in 
parts of the county in 2 015. ” 

But which areas, Mr Farage refused to say. 

“Ask me again in a year’s time,” he told us. 

The 49-year-old said he was currently focused 
on the upcoming European elections in 2014, 
but stressed that he thought the party could do 
well in Kent in 2015. 

After the unexpected success of Ukip in the 
KCC elections, Mr Farage said the result sig¬ 
nalled a “sea of change in British politics”. 

For the three main political parties - Conserv¬ 
ative, Labour and the Liberal Democrats - it sig¬ 
nalled a very real threat. 

Mr Farage said at the time: “The people who 
vote for us are rejecting the establishment and 
quite right too. 

“I don’t think these votes are going away 
quickly.”

WHERE WOULD HE STAND? 


Nigel Farage has come to represent his 
party like perhaps no other single political 
leader of his generation. 

So could he become the first Ukip MP? 
And in his homeland of Kent too? 

Right now, only the bravest political 
pundit would bet against him making 
history. 

Fie has managed to ride a popular wave 
as a charismatic frontman that even political 
opponents have developed a grudging 
respect for. 

Like Boris Johnson, he has become the 
brand rather than the party he represents. 

And Kent could prove ripe for the picking 
come 2015. 

While, traditionally, mid-term elections 
are a notoriously unreliable indicator of the 
state of the main parties - it has become 
the norm for the ruling party, or parties in 
the case of the Coalition, to suffer from 
protest votes - Ukip appears to be rising 
and has established strongholds in two key 
areas of Kent. In both Shepway and Thanet 
it made major in-roads and secured 
councillors. 

Therefore, the smart money would be on 
Mr Farage - were he to consider standing - 
pitting himself against one of the incumbent 
Tory MPs in those areas. 

Which would mean going head-to-head 
against Sir Roger Gale or Laura Sandys in 
Thanet - with Ms Sandys almost certainly 
seen as the more likely to fall were he to 
challenge her - or Damian Collins in 
Folkestone; possibly a tougher nut to crack. 

Either way, Mr Farage's entry into the race 
for Westminster would certainly trigger 
massive national interest.

Father Christmas takes his grotto elsewhere 

Lapland UK wins permission to relocate in time for the festive season, writes Marijke Cox 


READY FOR THE SNOW 


WINTER wonderland attraction 
Lapland UK has confirmed it is to 
quit the county and relocate to 
Berkshire in time for the visit of Fa¬ 
ther Christmas this year. 

While everyone else continued to 
enjoy the hot summer sunshine, or¬ 
ganisers of the popular site - based 
on a 10-acre site at Bewl Water in 
Lamberhurst for the last six years - 
were pursuing a planning applica¬ 
tion to enable it to move. 

Management team of Mike and 
Alison Battle unveiled plans in June 
to move the whole operation out of 
Kent. 

Previous attempts to move to 
Windsor had been aborted follow¬ 
ing objections from locals. 

But Mr Battle confirmed that 
Bracknell Forest Council has grant¬ 
ed planning consent for the tempo¬ 
rary Christmas wonderland to be 
staged in a Crown Estate commercial 
pine forest in Ascot. 

Mr Battle said: “We have thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed our years in Kent 
and will always be grateful to the 
people of Kent for their wonderful 
support. 

“We’ve had a good time in the 
county and been supported by the 


locals and people in the wider area, 
and who knows, we could be back, 
running two sites.” 

Lapland UK - the only attraction 
of its kind in the country and which 
employs 250 people each year - 
was founded at Bedgebury Pinetum 
in 2007 and staged annually at 


Bewl Water in Lamberhurst since 
2008. 

In 2010, it was placed into ad¬ 
ministration due to cash-flow prob¬ 
lems caused by a combination of 
bad winter weather and the start of 
the economic downturn. 

It was forced to close for two days

during heavy snow and had to re¬ 
fund ticket holders. 

High ticket prices, pushing al¬ 
most £100 per person, also drew 
widespread criticism. 

But the attraction returned the 
following year after the owners re¬ 
structured the venture. 


Lapland UK chiefs are not the only ones 
whose minds are on deep winter. 

Kent County Council has confirmed it has 
already had 19,000 tonnes of salt delivered 
to depots across the county - with more 
planned over 
the coming 
weeks - to 
ensure it is 
ready for 
another long 
cold spell. 

Last year's 
seemingly 
never-ending 
winter saw 
more than 
32,000 tonnes 
of salt spread 
on the busiest routes, covering more than 
2,300 miles of road. 

And Kent's 60-strong fleet of gritters 
were called out more than 120 times, 
almost double the average over the last 10 
years of 66 times per winter. 

Gritter drivers will officially be on winter 
duty from early October and on standby 
until the middle of April next year.

Two in court 
over smuggling 

BORDER Force officers have 
uncovered heroin with a street 
value of around £1.5 million at 
the Channel Tunnel.

A MULTI-million pound cannabis fac¬ 
tory has been uncovered in former 
council offices in Dartford - believed to 
be one of the biggest hauls ever made in 
the county. 

Up to 6,000 plants were discovered, 
with police putting intial estimates as to 
the size of the operation at as much as 
£4 million. 

It is believed the plants were being 
grown across two floors of the aban¬ 
doned St Lawrence building in West 
Hill. It was formerly owned by Kent 
County Council which housed its social 
services team there, but has remained 
vacant for a number of years. 

Police are understood to have acted 
on a tip-off after someone was seen 
clambering in through a second floor 
window. 

No arrests had been made at the time 
of going to press as investigations and 
dismantling of the operation continue. 

Kent Police Chief Constable Ian Lear- 
month said: “This is a major drugs sup¬ 
ply operation and while we don’t yet 
know whether these drugs were to be 


used on Kent streets or further afield, 
stripping down an operation of this size 
will undoubtedly make a big impact on 
the county’s drug network.” 


DS Rob Haines added: “The sheer size 
and scale of this operation means people 
must have been coming and going, and 
we are appealing to members of the 


public to search their minds and think 
of anything suspicious they may have 
seen around this building.”

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LANDMARK 

Iconic white cliffs 
are named one of 
the top spots for a 
walk in the UK

THEY inspired Vera Lynn’s famous 
song and became a symbol of strength 
against Britain’s wartime enemies. 

Now, years later, the famous White 
Cliffs of Dover have been recognised yet 
again, this time for their beauty and 
heritage, and named as one of the Na¬ 
tional Trust’s top 10 places in the coun¬ 
try to walk. 

It comes as part of the charity’s Great 
British Walk 2013 project, which cele¬ 
brates places only accessible on foot. 

The white cliffs have been listed as 
one of the most iconic coastal walks in 
the country, with secrets at every turn; 
a lighthouse, shipwrecks, smugglers 
and wildlife. 

Visitor experience manager for the 
National Trust’s white cliffs, Gareth 


Wiltshire, said the charity was delight¬ 
ed at the accolade. 

He explained: “We know it’s a very 
special place that offers something for 
everyone, whatever their age. 

“It’s a haven for people interested in 
wildflowers, especially rare orchids and 
chalk grassland species, as much as for 
those wanting to watch the shipping 
lane. If you want mystery and intrigue, 
smuggling has long been a feature here 
- look out for the man-made cut in the 
cliff face which appeared in 1910. 

“It was used to collect a cargo of 
grand pianos from the shipwrecked SS 
Preussen, all of which were pulled up 
the cliff-side on ropes.” 

Running until November 3, the Great 
British Walk encourages everyone from 
young families to seasoned ramblers to 
explore. See www.nationaltmst.org.uk/ 
white-cliffs-dover to plan your walk. 



A footpath leading down to a bay 
at the foot of the cliffs was this week 
closed off after part of the famous 
landmark collapsed into the sea. 

A section of chalk at Langdon 
Cliffs broke off over the bank holiday 
weekend and blocked a path that 


Leads down to Langdon Bay. 

To stop people using the path, a 
fence has been erected. 

In March this year, tonnes of chalk 
sheared off near St Margaret's Bay. 

A spokesman at the National 
Trust said it was part of the procress 


of “natural regeneration". 

It was also blamed on a 
combination of rainwater seeping 
into the chalk and then freezing 
and expanding, before falling off 
in high winds. 

No-one was hurt. 


DID YOU KNOW? 


■ The white cliffs are the 
first place you can watch the 
sun rise in the UK during the 
winter months. 

■ South Foreland Light¬ 
house, which can only be 
reached on foot, is the closest 
point in the UK to France at 
just 21.5 miles. It was also 
the first Lighthouse in the 
world to use an electric Light. 

■ The white cliffs have a 
biodiversity equal to that of 
the tropical rainforest 

■ On a clear day you can see 
the town hall clock in Calais 
from the Lighthouse, though 
you might need a pair of 
binoculars to read the time. 

■ More ships have sunk 
around the coast of Britain 
than any other country in the 
world - more than 1,000 
shipwrecks Lie in the waters 
around the white cliffs, all 
from the Last 500 years.

Latest phase of multi-million pound 
redevelopment pulls up at city station

WORK began last weekend on a major £5 3 5,000 
upgrade to Canterbury West railway station - 
with its busy car park closed for several weeks to 
allow work to be carried out. 

Construction teams are on site to improve the 
station forecourt and car park. 

Alison Nolan from Southeastern said the 
project concludes a major programme of work to 
upgrade and improve the station facilities for 
passengers. She explained: “So far we’ve already 
invested nearly £4 million on a range of works to 
the station, including a new lift, automatic 
doors, upgraded booking hall, station toilets and 
waiting facilities. We’re pleased to see the start of 
this final stage of work.” 

The work will see the car park redesigned, the 
forecourt refurbished, signs and lighting im¬ 
proved and bus stops brought closer to the sta¬ 
tion entrance. 

Southeastern has arranged for customers 
with annual car park tickets to use the council 
parking facility adjacent to the station. Parking 
will still also be available in the station’s over¬ 
flow car park. 

Project funding is derived from £410,000 
from the National Stations Improvement Pro¬ 
gramme, £75,000 from Canterbury City Coun¬ 
cil and £50,000 from Kent County Council.

DRAMA ON THE TRACKS 


Passengers on a Southeastern rail service 
between Gravesend and Charing Cross 
were evacuated after smoke started 
billowing from underneath the carriage 
this week. 

Shocked commuters, who had raised the 
alarm, were taken off the 7.17am service 
on Tuesday at Hither Green and engineers 
brought in to assess the problem; caused 
by the train's shoe-gear. 

Buses were put in place to transport 
passengers in Sidcup and Dartford, via 
Bexleyheath. 

The 10-car train was half in the platform, 
allowing many passengers to disembark 
directly onto the platform. 

A Southeastern spokeswoman said: "This 
was an understandably distressing event for 
the passengers onboard the train. 

"Thankfully we've had no reports of any 
passengers injured. 

"We are fully investigating the cause 
of the problem to make sure this doesn't 
happen again - but we understand the 
shoe-gear overheated, causing a Lot of 
smoke to billow out from underneath 
the train. 

"Station staff rushed to assist the 
passengers onboard and staff from 
Network Rail’s nearby depot also assisted 
passengers on the ground to evacuate 
through the depot." 

Services were back to normal by 11.45am 
that day. 

The train has been taken out of service 
and the cause for the fault is being fully 
investigated.

A NEWBORN kitten had a miraculous 
escape after tumbling inside a cavity 
wall and becoming stuck.

Water firm fined £200,000 for pouring raw 
sewage into the sea off Blue Flag beaches

SOUTHERN Water has been hit with a £200,000 
fine for pumping raw sewage into the sea off the 
Thanet coast. 

The water giant blamed defective pumps at its 
Margate pumping station for the spillages be¬ 
tween January and June 2011. 

The repeated failure of the pumps meant 
Southern Water was unable to pump sewage to 
Weatherlees Works for treatment and instead 
discharged raw sewage into the sea off Margate. 

The company pleaded guilty to breaching the 
environmental permit and causing avoidable re¬ 
leases of untreated sewage. 

The matter was referred to the crown court, 
which heard that Southern Water did not notify 
the Environment Agency or the local food au¬ 
thority of the discharges. 

Judge Williams said while there was no evi¬ 
dence of an environmental impact on the north 
Kent coast, the potential damage was “very sig¬ 
nificant indeed”. 

She said preservation of Blue Flag status of lo¬ 
cal beaches was very important to the area. 

Andy Stamp of the Environment Agency said: 
“We take these types of incidents very seriously 
and will do everything within our powers to 
safeguard the environment and people affected, 


and that includes bringing those who harm the 
environment to account for their actions.” 

Southern Water has apologised for problems 
at its Margate pumping station and said it is 
committed to protecting the town’s beaches and 
will do all it can to help them achieve and main¬ 
tain Blue Flag status. 

The company said it had spent £1.7 million 
addressing engineering issues at its pumping 
station, which caused the problems. 


Another £400,000 of work is earmarked and 
plans for another pumping station are being 
drawn up. 

Southern Water director Geoff Loader said: 
“Importantly, the majority of beaches in the 
Margate area continue to have water quality 
sufficient to meet the Blue Flag standards and all 
meet European standards. 

“Therefore, although we have breached our 
permit, we have not caused any deterioration in 


BAYLEAK 


A stretch of sea off the coast of Heme Bay 
was closed to swimmers for two days after 
a sewage leak. 

Tests by the Environment Agency 
discovered pollution in the water and signs 
were put up along the beach “temporarily 
advising against bathing in the water". 

Southern Water said its engineers had 
located a blockage in a pipe nearby, caused 
by a build-up of wet wipes and other 
non-biogradable items. It was cleared and 
the situation resolved.

Teens return safe from 
school holiday robbery

A GROUP of school children are back home after 
a traumatic school trip to Africa saw them held 
up in a terrifying highway armed robbery. 

The 14 teenagers, aged between 15 and 18, 
were on a culture field trip to Tanzania when the 
drama happened in the Tabor a region. 

About £350 in cash, plus mobile phones and 
cameras were taken by a gang believed to be sev¬ 
en-strong. Four men have since been captured, 
charged and have admitted their involvement. 

Party leader Angela Daly said they heard rap¬ 
id gunfire from outside before two men with ba¬ 
laclavas climbed on board. 

Mrs Daly said it was “traumatic” but that the 
students remained “calm and composed”. 

The group was forced from their vehicle into 
the baking sun by the gang and some were 
threatened. None were hurt, however, although 
some were understandably shaken. 

Headmaster John Weeds said the regional po¬ 
lice commissioner assigned an escort to the group 
for the rest of the trip to ensure their safety. 

The school has been sending groups of stu¬ 
dents to Africa for 30 years, and has no intention 
of stopping because of this one isolated incident. 
He said the trips broaden students’ understand¬ 
ing of developing nations.

The British High Commission in Dar es Salaam 
was informed about the incident. 

The head teacher added: “The vehicle was not 
targeted, and there were a number of other local 
people in the same queue of traffic involved. It 
wasn’t just about the students. 

“The students were fine. There is no account¬ 
ing for the emotional effect of such an episode as 
that is difficult to diagnose, but they came back 
in high spirits.” 

The Foreign Office says Tanzania is generally 
trouble-free, but violent and armed crime is in¬ 
creasing and there is an underlying terrorism 
threat for the 75,000 Brits who visit annually. It 
urged visitors to use common sense and follow 
safety and security advice.

Cheers! Pubs raise a glass to long 


hot summer

AS temperatures soared this summer, optimism 
in the previously ailing pub industry rocketed as 
people ditched cheap supermarket booze in fa¬ 
vour of the quintessentially British beer garden. 

Landlords across the county were - and still 
are - reporting significant hikes in the number of 
customers with tills ringing to the tune of much- 
needed profits. 

The summer’s heatwave and subsequent dash 
for a cold pint could not have come at a better 
time, with some 26 pubs closing every week in 
the UK, according to the Campaign for Real Ale 
(CAMRA). And Kent has failed to escape the 
scythe of the Grim Reaper with many a boarded- 
up pub on our streets and in our villages; casual¬ 
ties of the smoking ban, recession and trolley- 
fulls of cheap supermarket alcohol. 

But we’re now seeing the effects of what a 
beautiful summer can bring, with many pubs 
previously on death’s door now ready to face the 
coming quieter months with a new lease of life. 

John Haywood, manager of The Green Man, 
near Wrotham, said trade had risen significantly 
compared to last summer’s washout. 

He explained: “Over the last 18 months we’d 
started to see problems; people had less steady 
incomes, costs of energy, petrol, oil, gas, electric¬ 
ity have all been going up and so people weren’t 
coming to the pub anymore. 

“Things were looking bad; we were having to 
pump money into it. 

“But the last eight or nine weeks have been 


amazing. We’re seeing a rise of at least 75 per 
cent. Even on our quietest nights, Mondays and 
Tuesdays, we’re full. 

“The other Monday I had to go upstairs to get 
more chairs. I’m hoping for an Indian summer 
so it continues.” 

While Mr Haywood admitted it was the 
weather helping bring in the punters, he said it 
wasn’t just down to that. 

“I think the economy is moving forward. We 
had tradesmen in here who couldn’t get work 
and now they’re getting work again,” he said. 

“Pubs are also doing what they can to attract 


people with things like quiz nights and music.” 

Whether it will be enough to save the iconic 
British pub remains to be seen, but a sunny out¬ 
look certainly seems to be on the horizon. 

“We’ve had an extremely good summer,” said 
Matt Prout from The Gate in Chislett, near Can¬ 
terbury. “Trade has trebled. We get local people 
but mainly it’s visitors who are passing or stay¬ 
ing in the campsites nearby. 

“It helps that we get families coming in for 
food. We don’t make money on beer because of 
the tax. ” 

It seems food is becoming the saviour of the 


pub, with many landlords admitting they make 
little money on drink. 

Scott Houghton, manager of the Mayfly in 
Hawkinge, said that’s what attracts his custom¬ 
ers: “We survive because of the amount of food 
we do. We used to make money on drink but 
now? No chance. 

“We’ve seen a rise in customers. The numbers 
had been going down but it’s on the up again, 
this summer and last.” 

In a desperate bid to boost numbers - particu¬ 
larly with the hot weather - landlords are going 
to great lengths to offer family fun events.

Line in the sand over beach battle 

The long-running saga over the ownership of the beach at Whitstable 
shows no sign of calming after the latest twist. Chris Murphy reports 


THE vibrancy of Whitstable town centre and 
beach is never more notable than in these days 
of hardship and economic strife. 

The timeless, unspoilt, coastline which 
stretches through from Seasalter to the west, 
and Tankerton to its eastern fringes, has, once 
again this summer, acted like a honeypot for 
visitors from near and far. 

Yet as the cash tills ring everywhere from the 
bike hire shop to the independent fashion bou¬ 
tiques, and from the fish market to the bucket 
and spade store, few of those pouring off the 
Thanet Way and into its environs will be aware 
of the long-running battle which has raged 
along its bustling, picturesque beach front. 

In particular, there is a bid by one of the most 
powerful families in the town to develop on part 
of the beach itself- a move so fiercely opposed by 
locals, it has prompted the establishment of a 
campaign group, determined to ensure the 
beach is granted special protection. 

Yet the owners insists any change to existing 
planning laws could threaten the town’s tradi¬ 
tional economic backbone of fishing and sailing. 

This week, the Whitstable Beach Campaign 
won valuable support from the Open Spaces So¬ 
ciety, the UK’s oldest national conservation 
body, founded in 1865, which backed the grant¬ 
ing of laws to prevent development. 


That hasn’t gone down well with the Green 
family. It has played no small part in the town’s 
revival over the last 20 years, but has sometimes 
had a rocky relationship with locals through the 
involvement of its Whitstable Oyster Company. 

The firm owns some of the town’s prime sites 
- among them the Continental Hotel, Royal Na¬ 
tive Oyster Stores restaurant and the Lobster 
Shack on the East Quay. 

The Greens took over the business - originally 
founded in the 1400s - in 19 78 when it was on 
its knees. Barrie Green, along with business part¬ 
ner John Knight, tranformed it. 

When his sons, Richard and James Green, 
launched the fish restaurant in the old oyster 
stores, business rapidly picked up as its reputa¬ 
tion spread. It proved a catalyst for regeneration. 

But while a key cog in the town’s rejuvena¬ 
tion, the company has frequently locked horns 
with residents. It owns around two kilometers of 
the beach which spans out on either side of the 
town’s harbour (see box, right). The harbour it¬ 
self is owned by Canterbury City Council. 

And at the heart of the dispute is the old Red 
Spider cafe - once sited on the beach itself close 
to where the town’s tennis courts are, and a 
stone’s throw from the popular Neptune pub. 

Closed during the 1970s, it fell into disrepair 
and was eventually demolished in the late 1980s 


to allow for sea defence work. But the intention 
was always to bring it back. 

Since then, the oyster company has submitted 
at least two planning applications to do just that. 
In 1990 and again in 2003 permission was 
granted, but the building work never happened. 

Times change, and the latest application was 
turned down because of fears it would result in a 
loss of protected open space and not be in keep¬ 
ing with the conservation area. 

The 2010 application was for a building with 
a floor space of 55 square metres, up from the 
previous 36 square metres. Members of the city 
council’s development control committee re¬ 
fused permission in March 2011. 

But the town has changed since the Red Spi¬ 
der, and there is a strong sense that the only good 
development on the seafront is no development. 

The Whitstable Beach Campaign, under new 
government rules, has submitted a request for 
the beach to be designated a Local Green Space, 
which would all but prevent development if the 
status is granted by the city council and adopted 
in its Local Plan. 

Already a Site of Special Scientific Interest, 
and with RAMSAR designation as Wetlands of 
International Importance, campaigners believe 
this next step will afford it the protection they 
claim it deserves. 



Paul McNally is chairman of the 10-year-old 
campaign group. He told KoS: “While we are 
pleased the council proposes that the beach 
should be awarded the designation of ‘protection 
of existing open space’, we feel it deserves more. 

“The beach seems to fit the requirements for a 
Local Green Space. It is close to the community it 
serves; it is of particular local significance as one 
of Whitstable’s defining landmarks; it is an ur¬ 
ban beach which serves the locality in many

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WHO OWNS OUR COASTLINE? 


Almost all of the UK's 
coastline is owned by the 
Crown - in fact it is estimated 
just two per cent is not. And a 
chunk of that lies along the 
north Kent coast. 

Dating back to a royal 
charter in 1793, local 
oystermen were given the 
right to use the beach for "the 
better ordering and govern¬ 
ment of fishery". 

As a consequence, the 
Whitstable Oyster Company 
assumed ownership - acting 
as a collective to the many 
oystermen who farmed the 
local oysterbeds which lay in 
the rich silt of the Thames 
Estuary before it. 

When the Greens assumed 
control of the firm in 1978 
they also acquired ownership 
of the beach. 

It becomes such a heated 
topic as Whitstable does not 


have a traditional sea front 
with shops and a road. 

Instead, the beach lurks 
behind homes and businesses 


making any commercial 
enterprise on the beach 
an even more sensitive 
subject. 



ways; and it is special to the community. It would 
be hard to make a case for the beach being any¬ 
thing other than Local Green Space as defined in 
the National Planning Policy Framework.” 

Conservative councillor Ashley Clark ex¬ 
plains: “The zone we are asking for runs from 
the Sportsman pub to the green gap [a protected 
zone which separates Whitstable and neigh¬ 
bouring Herne Bay], which takes in West Beach. 

“If this is designated Local Green Space, it 


would make it harder for anyone to develop it. 
This is a belt-and-braces exercise.” 

Perhaps unsurprisingly, given the stretch in¬ 
cludes that in private ownership, the oyster 
company is less than impressed. 

James Green, son of Barrie, told this newspaper: 
“Thanks for bringing this matter to our attention. 
As the landowner, we are obviously concerned 
that any move to get this beach area registered 
beyond the council's own planning guidelines 


will seriously affect the ability to use the beach for 
existing activities such as oyster farming, boat 
storage and beach replenishment.” 

Asked if the company intended to make an¬ 
other planning application to rebuild the Red 
Spider, he said: “Yes, at some point. We have al¬ 
ready won two planning permissions on it. 

“The only reason they knocked it down was to 
re-do the sea defences in about 1988. 

“Our feeling is that it should have always been 


put back where it was. It’s a public amenity if 
nothing else. The beach is for everyone to use 
and having something like that on the beach 
makes it easier to use.” 

A spokesman for Canterbury council said: “In 
our draft Local Plan, we make mention of the Lo¬ 
cal Green Space designation and explain what 
the criteria is. There has been the opportunity to 
put forward propsoals for such designation 
which we will consider.”

Lightning strike leaves 
homes without phone 
lines for over a month

A FUMING businessman says he and his neigh¬ 
bours have been left “completely isolated” after a 
lightning strike cut off their phone and internet 
connections more than a month ago. 

But it is hoped the situation could be resolved 
this week. 

Some 14 homes in the hamlet of Queens way, 
near Dymchurch were cut off when lightning 
stuck in July. 

John Engelbretson, chairman of the residents’ 
association, said: “I run my heating company 
from home. I can’t make contact with anyone in 
the outside world. We have no broadband, no 
telephones; we are completely isolated.” 

He woke to find his telephone cable laying 
across his garden following the storm. 

However, British Telecom assures all 14 
homes affected they are working to repair the 
damage caused by the storm. 

It said 250 metres of cable needs to be replaced 
and that is taking some time because it is a com¬ 
plex problem. 

One of Mr Engelbretson’s neighbours, Vicki 
Clowis, added: “They keep promising us the 



work will be done. They told us a couple of 
weeks, then a few days, now the latest estimate is 
September 3, but I am not holding my breath.” 

BT said: “We were first made aware of a dis¬ 
ruption to service on July 23. This was due to 
lightning damaging cable during severe weather 
conditions, in the Oueensway area. 

“Our engineers attended the scene on the 
same day the fault was reported. 

“Unfortunately, due to the damage caused by 
the lightning, our engineers need to replace up 
to 250 metres of cable. 

“This is a significant and complex engineering 
task, however, we hope to have restored services 
by early September. Our engineers are working 
as quickly as possible to help restore services, 
and we apologise for the inconvenience caused 
to those people who have been affected by this 
damage.”

KENT REMEMBERED 



From a working Life of 
paper pushing, railway 
enjoys its Leisure time

THE Sittingbourne and Kems- 
ley Light Railway has, it is fair 
to say, had more ups and 
downs than most popular at¬ 
tractions over recent years. 

What’s more, its complex past 
has seen it almost hit the buff¬ 
ers on a number of occasions. 

But a long battle by a band of 
dedicated volunteers means 
visitors can once again enjoy 
skimming the rooftops of the 
town over its 1.7 mile length. 

The railway is the preserved 
southern half of the former Bo- 
water’s Railway, built to move 
materials for paper-making 
and also the finished products 
around the mill at Sittingbourne. 

The line was built in 18 6 7 by 
newspaper owner Edward Lloyd 
to supply Sittingbourne Mill 
with paper. Horses were used 
back then, with the first steam 
traction arriving in 1905 in 
the form of two Kerr Stuart 
Brazil class locomotives called 
Premier and Leader. 

The fleet grew to 14 steam 
locomotives including two fire- 
less engines, plus one diesel and 
one battery electric engine. 

It was soon apparent a major 
update was required as busi¬ 
ness in the area grew. The 
process was slowed when 
World War One began, but 
was eventually completed by 
the time hostilities ceased. 

The works included a half- 
mile long viaduct which, al¬ 
though originally designed as a 
steel construction, was finally 
built in reinforced concrete. 
Upkeep was some £100,000 
over the past 10 years. 

The next big update to the 
line happened in 1923, when a 
new mill was needed at Kems- 


ley. The line then ran day and 
night, taking paper and em¬ 
ployees back and forth. 

The ‘main line’ was almost 
four miles long and incorpo¬ 
rated more than 10 miles of 
track. There was also an inter¬ 
nal standard gauge line that 
branched off the Sheerness line. 

The company changed 
hands a number of times, pass¬ 
ing from the Lloyd family in 
1927 to the Berry family, and 
was finally purchased by the 
Bowater family in 1936. The 
Bowater Corporation was still 
in charge of the mills in 1965 
when a study of internal trans¬ 
port was made which conclud¬ 
ed that this would be better 
done by road transport. 

So in 1969 the railway was 
handed over to the Locomotive 
Club of Great Britain’s Light 
Railway Section, becoming the 
Sittingbourne and Kemsley 
Light Railway. 

The Bowaters sold the mills 
in 1986 and these have since 
changed hands on several oc¬ 
casions. In 2007 paper produc¬ 
tion ceased at Sittingbourne 


Mill and the railway was forced 
to cease operating. Following 
lengthy negotiations, the then 
owners, M-Real, agreed a 125- 
year lease of about a mile of the 
track bed to the SKLR. 

However, this stopped short 
of the Milton Regis Halt near 
the Asda supermarket and so it 
was impossible to operate a 
public train service. 

In 2010, M-Real sold the 
mill, the rest of the trackbed 
and the site of Sittingbourne 
Viaduct Station to Essential 
Land, who subsequently de¬ 
molished the mill. In December 
2010, consultation took place 
with regards to their plans for 
the mill site. 

The railway features promi¬ 
nently in these plans and as an 
interim measure it was able to 
operate services from Milton 
Regis Halt to Kemsley Down. 

Regular services recom¬ 
menced in May 2011. 

Today it remains a popular 
attraction and is looking to se¬ 
cure its long-term future.

Just remember to breathe 


Medway GP Dr Farnaaz Sharief Looks at one method to help us to 
combat the mounting Levels of stress we all face in our daily Lives 


HAPPINESS is good for you - 
everybody knows this, but 
where is this happiness? 

We’ve done well with ad¬ 
vances in technology and in¬ 
creased material wealth, but 
have we truly got a ‘happier’ 
society? 

Regular surveys since 1950 
of Britons and Americans have 
all shown that we are no hap¬ 
pier now than we were then. 

Similarly, surveys of British 
teenagers, since the 1970s, re¬ 
veal that twice as many are 
emotionally disturbed now. 

One in four British adults ex¬ 
perience at least one diagnosa- 
ble mental health problem in 
any one year and experts pre¬ 
dict that in just 10 years, de¬ 
pression will be the highest 
ranking cause of disease in the 
developed world. 

This alone currently costs 
the nation £8.6 billion a year - 
and with long waiting times for 
counsellors, lengthy patient 


lists for cognitive behavioural 
therapy and only 10 minute 
consultations with our GPs, 
how close are we to really solv¬ 
ing this problem? 

Stress is something we are all 
familiar with. The current so¬ 
cial and economic situation 
has seen rising levels of it. 

I encounter it daily in my 
professional life as a doctor and 
in my personal life. 

My “to do” list is endless and 
dealing with everything on it 
can sometimes be draining. 

The impact of a constant 
heavy workload can eventual¬ 
ly wear us out and ‘stress’ our 
physical, mental and emotion¬ 
al states of health. 

This can often be detrimental 
and if not addressed can lead to 
a variety of conditions such as 
depression and hypertension. 

It’s impossible, in this day 
and age, to shirk responsibili¬ 
ties - but it is possible to in¬ 
crease energy levels so we can 


deal with them better. 

People often don’t realise our 
breath is our most important 
source of energy and learning 
to work with it using simple 
techniques allows for more ox¬ 
ygen - and hence more energy 
to be delivered to our bodies. 

I understood this simple, yet 
powerful principle, early on in 
my career and found it allowed 
me to deal effectively with the 
pressures of daily living and 
maintain peace of mind in 
challenging situations. 

It was for this reason that I 
set up a series of free work¬ 
shops. I try and pass on the 
practical, simple, yet powerful 
breathing techniques that al¬ 
low for a release of stress and a 
resurgence of a calm, focused, 
positive state of mind.

Renewables 
not fracking 

I wrote to Julian Brazier MP on 
July 23 to register my concern 
at the Government’s embrac¬ 
ing of fracking for shale gas. 

Normally, the individual 
attention that Mr Brazier gives 
in his replies is impressive, but 
the reply he sent me this time 
was below his usual standard, 
ignored the main points I 
raised and gave ‘conventional’ 
answers to the lesser points. 

The big issue relates to by 
far the major problem with 
shale gas; there’s too much of 
it. There is no way we can use 
more than a small proportion 
of the available gas without 
condemning our descendants 
to a hellish future. 

As I wrote to him: “Current 
opinion is that the much 
vaunted target of two deg rise 


in global temperature is too 
dangerous, and should be 
revised down to 1.5 deg. It is 
the size of the unconventional 
fossil fuel reserves that is the 
problem. If current projections 
of the use of shale gas alone 
come to pass we would be 
faced with a rise or 3.5 deg.” 

The other problem is that 
“shale gas production causes 
seepage of methane, itself a 
global warming gas, 72 times 
as potent as carbon dioxide 
over a 20-year period. 

A third problem is that it is a 
diversion from what we could 
and should be doing. We 
should reject fracking, as 
France and Germany have. 

We could do worse than 
adopting Germany’s approach 
to power supplies. They 
produce 6.5 times as much 
solar power as the whole of the 
USA. Deutsche Bank says the 
global solar market is about to 
enter a “third growth phase” 


where it can be deployed 
without subsidies and resist 
a backlash from utilities. 

When I had my solar 
installation, some of the 
supplies came from Germany 
and maybe this is partly why 
renewables are so competitive 
there. We should be building 
up our renewable energy 
technology instead of faffing 
about with fracking. 

Wind power is attractive, 
yet at present we produce a 
quarter of what Germany 
does. The report by the 
European Environment 
Agency, called Europe’s 
onshore and offshore wind 
energy potential, confirms 
wind energy could power 
Europe many times over. The 
report highlights wind’s poten¬ 
tial in 2020 as three times 
greater than Europe’s expected 
electricity demand, rising to a 
factor of seven by 2030. 

Denmark’s wind energy 


industry employs 20,000 and 
provides 3 8 per cent of the 
world turbine market. Why 
isn’t Britain doing this?

Don’t expand 
at Gatwick

How many people 
and businesses have lost 
revenue due to being stuck 
on the M2 5 for hours?

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than it is now. I’ve never done anything 
to prepare.

One of international cricket’s best- 
known broadcasters, Blofeld has be¬ 
come a familiar voice for fans at the 
forefront of the Test Match Special pro¬ 
gramme that has covered international 
matches since 1972. 

It was nine years before then that he 
started out in journalism, though, re¬ 
porting on England’s first tour of India 
for The Guardian in 1963-64. 

His is a job that has taken him all over 
the world and given him an enviable 
insight into the game and the many 
characters within it. 

It is those stories with which 
he will hopefully be having 
the audiences in stitches, to¬ 
gether with his best friend 
and Test Match Special pro¬ 
ducer Peter Baxter, when the 
pair visit Tunbridge Wells’s As¬ 
sembly Hall Theatre in October. 

He said: “It is all about the 
memories of Test Match Special 
from inside the box from Peter 
Baxter, who’s with me. 

“It’s his perspective from be¬ 
hind the scenes, and my per¬ 
spective is from in front of the 
microphone. 

“We talk about great char¬ 
acters and commentating over¬ 
seas. We set out to produce a really 
amusing show about characters like 
John Arlott and Christopher Martin- 
Jenkins.” 

Picking up the microphone for the 
first time came naturally to the man 
who was given an OBE in 2003 for his 
services to broadcasting. 

“It was quite nerve-racking when I 
first started in 1972. It’s a question of 
whether you’ve got the ability to get 
through it, which I did,” he said. “To 
start with, it was a bit more worrying 


to the show, including having once 
been locked out of the ground at Galle 
in Sri Lanka in 2001. He and BBC 
cricket correspondent Jonathan Agnew 
eventually watched the action from a 
nearby fort. 

Blofeld, whose father attended school 
with James Bond creator Ian Fleming 
and unwittingly saw his name used for 
one of the spy’s greatest adversaries, 
had a cricket career of his own before 
taking to the microphone. 

But his progression in the sport was 
limited by a serious accident when in 
his final year at Eton. He was hit by a 
bus while riding a bike and remained 
unconscious for 28 days. 

He did, however, go on to play 16 
first-class matches for Cambridge 
University between 1958 and 1959. 

As a wicketkeeper, his first catch was 
Kent legend and future England captain 

Lord Colin Cowdrey. 

He has no regrets at not prolong¬ 
ing his cricket career and instead 
feels commentating is much bet¬ 
ter than playing. 

“There is no sense of disap¬ 
pointment whatever,” he said. 

“I had a wonderful time. The 
best thing is commentating - 
when you commentate, you don’t 
have to retire at 36 or 37. You 
can go on until you’re in your 70s.” 
And he has no plans to quit any 
time soon. 

“I shan’t retire ever. I shall die before 
I retire, unless I’m incapacitated or be¬ 
come senile,” he said. 

The show has been going several 
years and has been enjoyed by a variety 
of audiences. 

Recently a shortened version was 
performed at the Edinburgh Festival, 
where it went well.

@southmodelshow 
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Model-show visitors will have their 
eyes on the skies during weekend

A FATHER-and-son flying team are set to give 
the crowds at this year’s Southern Model Show a 
thrilling display that has been entertaining audi¬ 
ences around the world. 

Steve and Matt Bishop, from Shropshire, are 
renowned throughout the model-flying world 
and will be flying their quarter-scale 22kg Red 
Arrow Hawks powered by Jetcat P200 at the 
event, which is being held in its new home of 
Headcorn aerodrome on Saturday and Sunday, 
September 14-15. 

Not only will Steve and Matt be flying their 
model-aircraft versions of the Red Arrows, they 
will be coordinating this year’s Southern Model 
Show flying displays. The pair came second in 
the World Formation Cup in Germany last year. 

Steve, 51, said: “We’re really looking forward 
to the Southern Model Show. It’s such a well- 
supported event and attracts veteran model 
fanatics from far and wide, but it also introduces 
the hobby to a new audience who get hooked 
after the weekend. 

“The displays at this year’s show are really 
going to be spectacular. We have some fantastic 
aircraft on show and we’ll be staging some 
sensational stunts and brave flying by our 
exhibitors. There really will be some jaw- 
dropping moments that will have the crowd 
fixed on the skies above Headcorn. ” 

Earlier this year, Steve and his son Matt, 24, 
put a jet-turbine similar to that which might be 
found in a Boeing 747 aeroplane in a model car 
and painted it in the style of the games-console 
hero Mario. 

The pair believe the cart has a top speed of 
somewhere around 180 miles per hour. 

Steve said: “We’ve always built model jets, but 
it’s been a dream of mine to put a jet engine in a 
vehicle. It looks so comical - it’s a small car with 
only enough room for one person, but it’s so 
noisy. It’s also fast. 

“We think it is the world’s first. We initially 
did it for the children at a previous airshow, but 
now we’ve got bookings for it from all over the 
world.” 

Steve and Matt made the car to be one of the 
main attractions at the 2013 International Air 
Show at Weston Park in Staffordshire but have 
had calls from drag strips encouraging them to 
come and test the vehicle.

The pair achieved a dream at the weekend 
during the Wings & Wheels show at Dunsfold, 
where they flew their Red Arrow Hawks in front 
of the Red Arrows pilots. They also got to meet 
their heroes. 

The duo will be joined by an exciting line-up 
of top flying teams, including The Turbulent 
Display Team, one of the longest-established 
flying display teams in the world. 

Since 1959, the Turbs have been entertaining 


audiences at hundreds of airshows and events 
home and abroad.

September brings English Heritage’s popular Heritage 
Open Days... here are five of the best archaeological or 
historical sites in the organisation's care in the county 


Kit’s Coty House 

There are more famous monuments than 
Kit’s Coty House but few that occupy a 
more special place in heritage history. Three 
uprights and a massive capstone are all that 
remain of what was possibly once the entrance 
to a Megalithic chambered tomb. 

Imposing as it looks, however, on its mound a 
mile or so north of Aylesford, its appearance and 
antiquity (it is probably between 4,000-5,000 
years old) are not the reasons for its uniqueness. 

In the late 19th century, when momentum 
was gathering for greater protection of ancient 
ruins, General Augustus Pitt-Rivers, a retired 


army officer regarded by many as the founder of 
the archeological profession, was appointed the 
first Inspector of Ancient Monuments. 

He was answerable to the Office of Works - his 
post survives to this day - and Kit’s Coty was the 
first monument he visited. 

As a result, in 1883 it became the first site to 
be taken into Government guardianship, kick- 
starting what has become known as the 
National Collection. 

This comprises something in the region of 800 
publically-accessible sites, ranging from Stone¬ 
henge to nuclear bunkers. 

Pitt-Rivers was worried that the Kit’s Coty 


stones were being chipped away by vandals and 
so had erected the spiked iron railings that still 
surround the monument.

Richborough Castle 

Kent is blessed with many other signifi¬ 
cant monuments besides Kit’s Coty. It can, 
for example, boast of having the first Roman site 
to be taken under the Ministry’s wing; Richbor¬ 
ough Castle was handed over by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury in 1911. 

A custodian was appointed to watch over the 


fort, atmospherically situated on the east Kent 
marshes, and given the right to graze his stock 
within the walls. His cottage, an arts and crafts 
construction, can still be seen. This is the earliest 
example of a custodian’s house still standing. 

Richborough, a couple of miles north-west of 
Sandwich, was the base from which the Romans 
defended their invasion in AD43. Its thick walls 
are among the best preserved in the UK. It was 
one of the last Roman-occupied sites here, with a 
community lingering on into the 5th century. 

■ Getting there: catch a boat from Sand¬ 
wich and reach the fort as the Romans

Also from the Roman period is Lulling- 
stone Villa, near Eynsford. 

Its most prized feature is the mosaic floor, 
accidentally discovered by 18th-century farm 
labourers when they were sinking fence-posts.

4 Reculver Abbey 

Kent is often described as the cradle of 
English Christianity, following the landing 
of St Augustine’s missionary party at Ebbsfleet in 
597, and so it is fitting that the county has some 
evocative spots relating to those times, although 
it’s likely that the religion had not been entirely 
wiped out after the departure of the Romans. 

The ruins of Reculver Abbey, north-east of 
Herne Bay, founded by King Egbert of Wessex in 
the late 7th century, stand next to mighty tow¬ 
ers added by the Normans on the site of a former 
Roman fort. They have served as a landmark for 
sailors navigating the coast for centuries. 

■ Getting there: at Reculver, three miles 
east of Herne Bay, satnav: CT6 6SS 




St Augustine’s Abbey 

Further inland, every tourist makes a bee¬ 
line for Canterbury Cathedral, but few 
may be aware of the ruins of St Augustine’s Ab¬ 
bey, just outside the city walls and built not long 
after the holy man from Rome’s arrival. 

It was constructed to serve as the last resting 
place of the Anglo-Saxon kings, and St Aethel- 
bert - the king of Kent who greeted Augustine so 
warily at first before finally supporting his work 
and converting to Christianity - was buried here 
in 616. 

■ Getting there: in Longport, Canterbury, 
0.25 mile east of Cathedral Close, satnav: 
CT11PF

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How Gypie kept a Feelgood factor

Dr Feelgood 
Taking No Prisoners 
(with Gypie 1977-1981) 

THIS lavishly-produced box set could 
have been subtitled 'What happened to 
the Feelgoods after Wilko Johnson left’, 
a fact acknowledged by the title name- 
check for the band's replacement 
guitarist John ‘Gypie’ Mayo. 

In the early 70s, Dr Feelgood, based 
on the other side of the Thames 
estuary on Canvey Island, 
were a much-needed 
breath of musical fresh 
air with their stripped- 
back proto-punk R'n'B 
and incendiary live shows 
built on the charismatic 
axis of Johnson and 
singer Lee Brilleaux. 

But after four LPs, 

Johnson was out and the 
relatively-unknown Mayo was chosen 
to replace the man many considered 
one of the finest guitarists of his 
generation. No pressure, then... 

This four-CD and one-DVD set shows 
how Mayo rose to the challenge, giving 
the band a more straightforward rock 
edge and also their only Top 10 single, 
Milk And Alcohol. 

The set includes the remastered four 
studio LPs Be Seeing You, Private 
Practice, Let It Roll and A Case Of The 


Shakes, plus the two live releases. 

Bonus material includes rare and 
unreleased recordings, live 
performances and the single Waiting 
For Saturday Night - and b-side Eileen 
- which features Mayo's replacement, 
Johnny Guitar. 

The DVD also includes goodies such 
as a BBC Sight And Sound In Concert 
performance, TOTP, promo videos, 
Alright Now and The South Bank Show, 
an interview with Private Practice 
producer Richard Gottehrer and a 
current-day interview with Mayo. 

It’s all wrapped up in 
a long-form, hard-cover 
package with a colour 
booklet, which includes 
sleeve-notes by Will 
Birch, a full discography 
and sections from tour 
programmes, as well as 
memorabilia and unseen 
photographs. 

So what does it all add up to? It's 
almost unfair to compare Mayo and 
Johnson, given that the latter is dying 
and fast approaching national-treasure 
status, but the question of who was 
best hangs over this collection. 

Mayo chose not to be a Johnson 
copyist, and it was no mean feat to slot 
into such a tight unit. The fact he was 
able to step into such big shoes and 
keep the unit going when they should 
have imploded is a measure of his 
contribution. Dennis South

DEFY anyone who’s not immediately won 
over as they approach the stunning Abbot’s 
Fireside, nestled in the attractive village of 
Elham, near Canterbury. 

A 15th-century building virtually un¬ 
touched by the modern hand, it is quintes- 
sentially English but with a grandeur that can’t 
help but draw the eye as you drive past. 

I’m not surprised when I learn that its guests 
have included King Charles II, while hiding from 
Oliver Cromwell’s Roundheads, and the Duke of 
Wellington, who converted the hotel into his 
headquarters while preparing his battle with 
Napoleon at Waterloo. 

Although quiet when my companion and I 
arrive, the atmosphere was inviting, with a 
friendly waitress showing us to our table and 
taking our drinks order. 

The menu was surprising. I was, perhaps 
childishly, envisaging a pig’s head on the table 
with huge drumsticks of chicken like a scene out 
of The Sword In The Stone. Instead, along with 
the traditional pub food, a special menu boasted 
surf’n’turf, sizzling chilli dishes and some Thai. 

My surprise turned to concern. These days it is 
not unusual to stumble across restaurants in 
historic buildings that are trying to be modern 
but instead serving up a contemporary-meets- 
olde-worlde car-crash.

However, in this case, the approach seems to 
work (there is no car-crash). The food isn’t so 
‘out there’ as to turn away customers looking for 
the traditional pub grub, but there is enough 
variety to spice things up a little. 

To start, I selected the tempura prawns with 
hot, spicy dip and my guest the Thai fish balls, 
which came with sweet chilli sauce. 

The prawns were crispy on the outside, juicy 
on the inside and given a lift by the almost blow- 
your-head-off heat of the dip, which for me was 
delicious. My guest’s fish dish was equally as 


tasty and we were left, albeit with hot mouths, 
eagerly awaiting our next dishes. 

I chose the chicken chilli sizzler and my com¬ 
panion opted for the surf’n’turf - a juicy piece of 
steak with tempura prawns. Both dishes came 
with chips. 

Mine arrived on a sizzling platter and delivered 
everything it promised: bags of flavour with that 
chilli kick. 

The dishes we chose were in complete contrast 
to our surroundings - wood beams, dried hops 
and country decor - but traditional pub dishes 
were also available. And so for dessert we went 
back to British: Granny Smith’s apple-and- 
caramel pie, and waffles with strawberries and 
cream. The waffles were slightly hard, but the 
apple-and-caramel pie was delicious. 

By the time we ordered coffee, the restaurant 
was bustling, with almost every table full, many 
with guests staying in rooms upstairs. 

The atmosphere was spot on, the staff atten¬ 
tive and the food good, but it’s the surroundings 
that really make this place special. 

The bill came to £82.

Rates retention at hub airport would 
be a ‘cash bonanza' insist supporters

A PRESSURE group in support of proposals to 
build a multi-million pound international air¬ 
port hub in the Thames Estuary says local au¬ 
thorities opposing any such scheme are turning 
down the chance to make a fortune through 
business rates. 

Demand Regneration in North Kent (Drink) 
has been a lone voice locally in support of the 
controversial plans - first touted by London 
Mayor Boris Johnson - to site an alternative to 
Heathrow off the Kent coast. 

Now it is claiming the airport could deliver a 
£100 million annual boost to the local authori¬ 
ties, but that the area is “turning up its nose” at 
the prospect. 

It claims changes to business rates would 
mean a “cash bonanza” through the business 
rates retention scheme, which came into force in 
April of this year. This allows councils to retain a 
percentage of rates. 

But council chiefs have slammed the claims, 
saying such a development would turn north 
Kent into a “concrete jungle” and that both local 
and national politicians of all parties had op¬ 
posed the proposals. 

Financial experts also suggest it would be 
“highly unlikely” the distribution of business 
rates would be so straightforward. 

Drink claims up to 50 per cent of business 
rates could go straight into local authority cof¬ 
fers and points to the UK’s only hub airport, Hea¬ 
throw, as currently generating some £203m per 
year in business rates. From that figure it extrap¬ 
olates an airport in the Thames Estuary could 
deliver £100m to local councils. 

Its chairman, Neville Gaunt, said: “The whole

of north Kent urgently needs to find more cash to 
reduce poverty and raise living standards for half 
a million local people. 

“This business rate boost is one way that a 
new airport could solve this problem at a stroke. 

“Yet all councils are steadfast in their opposi¬ 
tion to the project on what seems to be purely 
emotional grounds and appear to be doing very 
little to find ways to make life better for our com¬ 
munity. 

“This proof that a new hub airport in the area 
would bring a big cash benefit must bring about 
a change of heart by local politicians. Where else 
will they get revenue of that size?” 

However, one financial expert we spoke to said 
the reality was that if an airport was built the 
business rates baseline would shift, meaning 


even if the airport generated such sums, far less 
would go to the local councils and more to cen¬ 
tral government for redistribution. In addtion, 
they pointed to likely changes in the way busi¬ 
ness rates are distributed over the coming years. 

Meanwhile, Medway Council, one of the most 
vocal opponents to the airport plans, says Drink 
is missing the point. 

A spokesman said: “We simply do not under¬ 
stand Drink’s claims that you can improve the 
lives of local people by forcing them to live next 
to a huge new hub airport that would serve 
twice as many passengers as Heathrow. 

“It would also turn the area where they live 
into a concrete jungle, as hundreds of thousands 
of new houses would be needed for all the people 
that would move into the area to work at such 
an airport, and many more roads and railways 
would also need to be built. 

“Medway’s 55 councillors from across politi¬ 
cal groups unanimously agree that an interna¬ 
tional airport should not be imposed on this area. 

“Thankfully, a broad consensus of national 
politicians, key figures in the airline industry, 
City commentators and local people agree with 
them on this and the reasons why we say an air¬ 
port of this size is not needed on or near the 
Thames Estuary. 

“It would be too costly, it would be on the 
wrong side of London and it would undoubtedly 
lead to the closure of Heathrow, which would be 
very bad for the British economy. 

“There is a huge amount of capacity already 
available at the five London airports that already 
serve London, plus others further afield such as 
Birmingham and Manston, and we should look 
to using this up rather than wasting tens of bil¬ 
lions of pounds of taxpayers’ cash on such a pie 
in the sky scheme as a Thames Estuary airport. ”

02 and Vodafone launched their 
services this week, while 3's is next 
month. However, as with all mobile 
services, its success or otherwise 
will be determined by availability. 

Already available to 60 per cent 
of the population, Kent's rural 
nature is often a stumbling block. 

Rikki Lear, regional manager for 
Kent and Sussex at EE, said: "The 
expansion of 4G mobile broadband

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CLASSROOM: Kent's FSB says young people need to be equipped and ready for the world of work 

Calls for students to be 
taught workplace skills 


BUSINESS leaders in Kent are calling on the 
Government to ensure planned GCSE reforms 
will equip students with the right skills for the 
workplace. 

It follows the end of a consultation into the 
overhaul, which is aimed at making the exams 
more rigorous and challenging. 

At the heart of the reforms is emphasis on fi n al 
summer exams rather than coursework and 
year-long assessments. 

The Government is also looking at imple¬ 
menting more traditionalist values, 
including a greater range of litera¬ 
ture being studied in English, a 
greater focus on British histo¬ 
ry, more problem-solving 
tasks and complex algebra 
in maths, and improved 
spelling, punctuation and 
grammar across the board. 

Ministers are currently 
looking at core subjects, 
such as English, maths and 
science, but this shake-up, if 
agreed, will be rolled out to ap¬ 
ply to all subjects. 

But the Kent branch of the Federa- 
tion of Small Businesses (FSB) has warned 
that the planned overhaul needs to take into ac¬ 
count equipping students with the right skills for 
the workplace. 

Chair Roger House says it is vital changes do 
not just focus on grades alone, warning that em¬ 
ployers need the staff for the future to have much 
wider skills, such as communication, problem¬ 
solving and a good attitude to work. 

Research by the FSB also suggests small firms 
believe numeracy and literacy are skills lacking 


in young people. 

The Kent branch said the Government should 
consider a pass/fail exam for these functional 
skills giving employers a clearer understanding 
of ability. 

Mr House said those about to leave education 
also need to know they have been taught skills 
needed for today’s competitive workplace. 

“FSB Kent wants to see employability and per¬ 
sonal skills embedded in everyday teaching and 
schools must focus on this alongside aca¬ 
demic rigour,” he said. 

“Young people need to know 
about business; what the work¬ 
place expects of them and how 
to pursue careers that suit 
their skills. 

“They also need to be in¬ 
spired. With any changes to 
the GCSE system, the Gov¬ 
ernment must ensure they 
are clearly communicated to 
employers so they know 
what they mean. ” 

Mr House also said there need- 
4 ed to be more time in the school 
day committed to giving students 
quality careers education and guidance. 

He added: “Many of Kent’s small businesses 
are keen to play their part to help improve em¬ 
ployability skills and to teach young people 
about business and the workplace. 

“Our members are already involved with 
charities such as Young Enterprise or sit on 
schools’ governing bodies. Business recognises 
the role it has to play and we will be participating 
in events to help bring businesses, schools and 
colleges together to forge lasting partnerships.”

Why it’s a case of 
sleepless nights 
on holiday for 
business leaders

THE eagerly-anticipated summer break should 
be the chance to forget about work and re¬ 
charge your batteries. 

But according to a recent survey, the county’s 
business leaders are finding it increasingly diffi¬ 



cult to let the stresses go, prompting a renewed 
call to ensure you have a system in place for 
someone to competently take over the reins 
while you relax on a beach somewhere. 

The survey, by Investors in People South, dis¬ 
covered 31 per cent of those quizzed said they 
worried about returning to work after a holiday 
in case problems occurred while they were 
away. 

Despite this, 90 per cent said they felt confi¬ 
dent the business would run smoothly while 
they were away, possibly because more than 
half (58 per cent) contact their employees while 
on leave. 

John Telfer, managing director of Investors in 
People South, which manages the Investors in 
People Standard in Kent, said: “It can be difficult 
to relax on holiday, especially as technology 
now means it is easier than ever to contact the 
office and check your emails while away. 

“However, it means that bosses never really 
relax and it is not a long-term solution for the 
future of the business - there has to be someone 
who could fulfil your duties in your absence. 

“Organisations need to have a succession plan 
in place, whether it is to cover a fortnight’s holi¬ 
day or a key member of staff leaving, becoming 
sick or retiring. Employers must ask themselves 
how the business would cope if certain employ¬ 
ees were no longer working for the company.” 

Sixty per cent of respondents confirmed they 
have a succession plan in place covering key 
roles in the organisation. 

“It’s great news that the majority of compa¬ 
nies are planning for the future,” continued Mr 
Telfer. “However, there are obviously a consid¬ 
erable number that need to review their business 
plan, identify key skills needed within the organ¬ 
isation and nurture the talent of employees ris¬ 
ing through the ranks. Having an engaged and 
flexible workforce, ready to step up when re¬ 
quired, is key to long-term success.” 

The survey quizzed 100 business people from 
across the region between August 2 to 22.

‘CHARACTERFUL’ is the kindest description of 
the styling, but the abilities of the Fiat 500L 
Trekking might grow on you this winter. 

It’s a spin-off from the capacious Fiat 500L 
mini-MPV launched last year - a car I think of as 
‘enormously small’ to avoid the Tardis motoring 
cliche (oops) - and justifies its Trekking label 
through limited off-road capability. 

I say limited, but it’s all the yomping power 
that most owners need, and delivered without 
the weight and expense of a 4x4. 

Instead, the Trekking (from £17,095) makes 
use of grippy all-season tyres and clever traction 
control on its front-driving wheels to mimic 4x4 
ability. Fiat calls the system Traction+, available 
at up to 18.6mph and transferring grip from 
right to left front wheel, according to which has 
most grip. 

Sod’s Law dictated that conditions were bone- 
dry during my test drive, but the Trekking con¬ 
quered a course where even mashed-up grass 
and clay might have troubled a conventional 
front-wheel-drive car. 

And we will surely see more ‘soft-roading’ cars 
with Traction+ equivalents as car-makers realise 
many customers won’t now pay to buy and run 
a 4x4 when its capabilities are so rarely needed. 

What the Trekking won’t do is conquer a 
bumpy and muddy field; what it will do is beat 
challenging tracks and hills when there’s snow 
on the road, the latter being exactly what brings 
the school run to a halt in my village with the 
first dustings of winter snow. 

It also has 10 per cent extra ground clearance 
for the occasional off-road foray, plus underbody 
shielding and chunkier bumpers. 

Other than these, everything else is 500L: a 
cavernous and stylish cabin within an easily- 
pilotable on-road footprint, with good grip and 
minimal body-roll for a relatively tall car. 

Standard kit includes air-con, five-inch info¬ 
tainment touchscreen with Bluetooth, cruise- 
control and smart 17-inch alloys. 

It is also the first Fiat with City Brake Control 
as standard: this automatically brakes between 
3mph and 19mph if it calculates a frontal 
collision is inevitable, avoiding those classics 
such as the car-park ding or when checking 
right on filtering into traffic only to find that the 
car in front has braked rather than joined the 
flow as expected. 

Trekking engine options are: a 95bhp 1.4-litre 
version of Fiat’s tried-and-tested FIRE petrol 
unit, the 105bhp 0.9-litre TwinAir petrol that 
can be sporty or thrifty depending on your 
driving style, and diesels of 1.3 (85bhp) and 1.6 
(105bhp) litres. 

Fiat seems to have thought of everything for 
the family user. OK, the 500 badge bears 
little relation to the pretty retro 500 supermini, 
but Fiat clearly hopes some of the Cinquecento 
charm is rubbing off on big sister, joined in 
September by an even bigger sibling, the seven- 
seat 500LMPW.

Petrol Golf that thinks it’s a diesel

HAVING been such a champion of diesel engines 
and modern-day motoring’s economy drive, 
Volkswagen seems hell-bent on creating a rival 
- the petrol engine. 

The German giant has led a reinvention of the 
type through a new generation of small, parsi¬ 
monious petrol engines with a wild side - turbo¬ 
charged to supply decent urge when required. 

With the arrival of the all-new Golf hatchback 
last year, it then followed up with a petrol engine 
masquerading as a diesel - probably the best Golf 
model you can buy. 

The 1.4TSI ACT returns 58.9mpg on the offi¬ 
cial combined cycle; OK, that’s still not up with 
the 70-plus mpg of equivalent Golf diesels, but 
it’s impressive for a petrol unit and C02 emis¬ 
sions are modest, too, qualifying this relatively 
powerful 140PS (138bhp) engine for road-tax- 
exemption in year one and just £30 annually 
after that. 

At the same time, this version is a keen driver’s 
delight, with loads of low-down power and the 
ability to hit 62mph in 8.4 seconds. 

The secret of this apparently contradictory 
mix of economy and sportiness is concealed 
within those three letters ACT - Active Cylinder 
Technology. 

Quite simply, the engine automatically shuts 
down two of its four cylinders when it recognises 
the driver’s right foot going into ‘cruise mode’ on 
a straight and untroubled stretch of road - a 
dashboard indicator helps educate the driver to 
find the system’s sweet spot. 

Best of all, though, is how the car’s overall Dr 
Jekyll miserliness makes you feel better about 
sometimes unleashing the spendthrift Mr Hyde, 
turning this GT into a cut-price GTI. 

VW saved about 100 kilos in the latest and 
seventh-generation Golf and it shows best in the 
alacrity and nimbleness of this version. The 
lightweight engine should also be easier on tyre

wear and front-end mechanicals. This takes run¬ 
ning costs closer to diesel equivalents and makes 
tempting alternatives out of the three GT ACT 
models - three- and five-door with six-speed man¬ 
ual gearbox, with the £1,415 option of a dual¬ 
clutch auto cum manual DCT box on the latter. 

And though ACT prices from £22,515 might 
look dear against sporty rivals in the same class, 
you won’t enjoy the same fuel economy, main¬ 
stream/premium image or such robust second¬ 
hand values. 

Admittedly, some might argue that the Golfs 
styling is conservative, but it is a classy and all- 
new evolution of the previous car. 

Interior refinement is excellent, too, making 
you feel you are in a car from the class above in 
terms of space and luxury. The Golf is now long¬ 
er and wider, boosting legroom for all aboard 
and adding significantly to shoulder room. 


If you expected all this extra breathing space 
in the cabin to be at the expense of the boot, 
you’d be wrong; 380 litres is at the top end for a 
family hatchback and this combines with a low 
loading lip and fold-flat rear seats if you need 
1,2 70 litres of total cargo area. 

Don’t go looking for cabin razzamatazz, 
though; VW always aims to make the Golf the 
benchmark by which all other rivals are judged, 
so the facia and dashboard are functional rather 
than flashy, showing quality understatement. 

However, I would happily accept that for the 
driving experience - a flat stance and tight grip 
comes as standard - and the supporting role 
played by the excellent front seats. 

And the Golf experience is no longer as expen¬ 
sive for some: a new turbocharged 8 5PS (84bhp) 
1.2-litre petrol entry model was added to the 
range recently, costing an attractive £16,495.

Switch to eco helps boost UK car market

MOTOR-INDUSTRY chiefs have 
steadily become more bullish about 
car sales and now forecast more 
than 2.2 million new registrations 
by year end - an 8.4 per cent in¬ 
crease on 2012. 

The SMMT (Society of Motor Man¬ 
ufacturers and Traders) had its 
hopes further fuelled by a 17th 
successive monthly rise in July - 
12.7 per cent higher than July 2012. 

SMMT spokesman Mike Baunton 
said: “We’ve seen a range of eco¬ 
nomic indicators point to improving 
conditions and our raised sales fore¬ 
cast emphasises how positively we 
view the rest of 2 013. ” 

Motorists switching to more fuel- 
efficient cars is part of the trend, and 
this helped reduce average new-car 
C02 emissions to 129.1g/km in 
early 2013, down 3.7 per cent.

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IT has been a typically erratic British 
summer, yet this country remains one of 
the most enthusiastic supporters of con¬ 
vertibles. 

Perhaps it is the urge to celebrate an all- 
too-rare sunny day that makes us want to 
drive ‘topless’ and get the wind in our hair 
whenever the opportunity arises.

Then Mazda created the MX-5 in the late 
1980s, inspired by the old Triumphs and 
MGs but offering a balance and reliability 
they could never emulate - the market 
took off again. 

As more crop-tops arrived, so the quality 
of weather and sound insulation also im¬ 
proved and heated-glass rear screens be¬ 
came the norm. Some premium models 
also came with an electrically-raised/ 
lowered roof. 

Then Mercedes-Benz made headlines by 
launching the folding hard-top two-seat 
SLK roadster in 1996. 

Others rushed to copy the idea as many 
buyers realised that their dream converti¬ 
ble could also be a car for all seasons... one 
you could even claim as your company 
car!

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Going eco can also 
mean ECO-nomic

CANNY buyers know that eco motoring also 
means economic motoring. 

So technology trumpeted as a way to save the 
planet has proved to be good for the wallet, too. 

Many new models not only help to offset ever- 
rising fuel bills but also lower or even remove 
road-tax bills altogether; tax bandings range 
from zero for cars with the lowest C02 emissions 
(below lOOg/km) right up to £1,065 a year for 
gas-guzzling limos or 4x4s. 

Naturally, anyone spending £50,000- 
£100,000 on a car won’t worry about small 
change like that, but most of us want to save on 
fuel and tax as well as help the environment. 

Longer term, electric cars may be the answer, 
but battery technology must catch up and the 
emissions argument for electric is misleading. 
Until we have zero-emission power stations, 
electric cars simply transfer CO 2 and noxious gas 
output from exhaust pipe to belching chimney. 
Production of hydrogen to power our cars raises 
a similar dilemma. 

Are hybrids the answer, then? Toyota, Honda 
and Peugeot lead here, pairing conventional en¬ 
gines with electric power and batteries. 

However, hybrids tend to be dearer upfront, 
while conventional internal combustion engine

running costs and emissions are dropping and 
efficiency increasing; things are moving so fast 
that you marvel at what Government prodding 
has achieved. 

Most car-makers now have an eco sub brand: 
Hyundai offers Blue Drive and Skoda has the 
Greenline. 

But weigh potential long-term savings against 
upfront cost - if you don’t cover enough miles to 
make fuel savings offset the eco car’s purchase 
price, conventional alternatives may be better. 

Don’t ignore petrol cars, either; the higher 
price of diesels and the fuel at the pumps must be 
compared with new small-capacity low- 
emission/consumption yet lively turbocharged 
petrol engines.

And though modern cars are far 
more reliable than ever before, we still 
have a tendency to ignore faults and 
stretch service intervals far longer 
than we ought to, endangering 
the warranty and provenance of the 
vehicle when we come to sell. 


So, having bought a new 63-Reg 
car, why don’t you: 

■ Stick to the service record. Get it 
serviced at the correct mileages or 
annually and ensure the servicing 
book is stamped up, although some 
motor marques are switching to cen¬ 
tralised digital records so that a car’s 
servicing record is always available. 

■ Read the warranty thoroughly to 
ensure there are no possible pitfalls 
that could endanger the guarantee. 


■ Act on any recalls from the manu¬ 
facturer, even if they do not relate 
specifically to safety - it will help 
maintain the warranty and future 
saleability of the car. 

■ Don’t rely on the MOT as insurance 
of the car’s safety and reliability, even 
if it has just passed the test with flying 
colours. 

Problems can arise at any time and 
must be checked as soon as possible. 

■ Check lights regularly for safety and 


legality. Get used to ‘lighting up’ in 
the garage or when you are nosed in 
or backed up to a wall. 

■ Check tyres - including the spare - 
monthly... and that includes the cor¬ 
rect pressures. 

Though the legal tread depth is 
1.6mm, most motoring authorities 
advise replacement at 2mm, especial¬ 
ly in winter conditions. 

■ Keep oil, windscreen-washer, cool¬ 
ant, power-steering, clutch and brake- 


fluid levels topped up without over¬ 
filling, and make those checks on level 
ground. Don’t wait for warning lights 
to come on; it could be too late to pre¬ 
vent damage or compromise safety. 

■ Replace wiper-blades. There is little 
point in keeping the washer topped up 
if the blades are worn or split. But if 
the windscreen is covered with bugs 
and grease, don’t expect the washer 
and wipers to do the job for you - use 
a spray and elbow grease.

SUPERMINIS rule the UK motor mar¬ 
ket, but they cannot conquer the 
hearts and minds of people who need 
family or major load space. 

These are the buyers who have 
made MPVs (multipurpose vehicles), 
SUVs (sports utility vehicles) and 
crossovers into powerful sectors of the 
overall market. 

French brand-mate Peugeot has 
created a whole new sub-range by 
adding a double-oh series of versatile 
models, begun by the 3008 crossover, 
but joined more recently by the 
luxurious 5008 MPV and, a few 
weeks ago, the 2008 junior crossover.

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Colour does matter 


ACCORDING to AA research, only 
1 per cent of men and 3 per cent of 
women think that colour is important 
when choosing a new car. 

But hard-nosed second-hand-buyers 
are fussier about what they spend 
their cash on, especially if they have 
to live with the car’s colour for longer 
than the three years of the typical first 
owner. 

So think again, because a wild col¬ 
our can have a detrimental effect on 
what your 6 3-Reg motor is worth 


when you sell it, while metallic shades 
can add value. 

The difference could be worth thou¬ 
sands on an upmarket or sports model 
and that may be why many of us 
choose to play safe. 

The AA says six out of 10 new cars 


are blue, red or silver and only one in 
10 of us choose green or white, while 
only one in a hundred choose yellow, 
turquoise or pink. 

However, if you shop for the com¬ 
mon colours you will find most car- 
makers offer a range of shades in both 


flat and metallic finishes and you’ll 
probably have the car delivered soon¬ 
er, too - another big factor when 
choosing colour. 

Another thing to consider is how 
darker colours often show dirt as bad¬ 
ly as white and may indeed highlight

light scratches caused by car-washes. 

White has shot back up the rank¬ 
ings because it reflects the heat and is 
usually a no-cost option, though you 
may pay more for it with premium 
models. 

The AA’s top 10 colours in descend¬ 
ing order are: blue, red, silver, green, 
white, black, grey, gold, mauve and 
yellow. 

But don’t steer away from brighter 
colours if it’s right for the car: sporting 
cars often look best in bright colours.

'Tis the season 
to be hired... 
or fired 

KOS Media has teamed up with Kent batsman 
Michael Powell for a column throughout the 
2013 season in which the Welshman will 
give an unrivalled insight into life on and off 
the pitch with the county. 

THIS time of year it can be tiring, with all the 
work from pre-season on fitness now meaning 
nothing if you are not working towards anything. 

This season is unlike last year, when we had 
everything to play for with a chance of going up 
in the four-day stuff. I think you could put this 
season down as a year of transition. 

The players are now just working for their 
own self-respect. Teams that win have obviously 
got good team spirit, but to start that off you've 
got to win games. 

Cricket is not a team sport in that respect - 
no one else can help when you're batting and 
bowling because you're on your own. 

The individuals will learn lessons this year 
and come back better players. When you've got 
11 good players and they are individually doing 
their own skills well, then the team will do well. 
You can't look at it as the team as a whole. 

That's why England have backroom staff 
looking after the team to help them individually. 
It's nothing about the team. That’s just the 11 
who stick together - they’re all mates, but it's 
about the individuals. 

Kent's chance of winning anything ended 
when the floodlights failed against Warwickshire 
in the Yorkshire Bank 40 earlier this month, with 
Kent losing by seven runs via the Duckworth- 
Lewis method as the game was abandoned. 

These things happen, but I've not had that 
happen to me before. There were plenty of 
streakers in Cardiff when I played for Glamorgan 
throughout my career. 

In fact there was a good spate of them in the 
late 90s. I used to enjoy it when the stewards 
ran after them looking to get a good ankle-tap. 
But it's probably the wrong place to do a bit of 
streaking, in Wales, what with the stewards and 
their rugby background. 

This time of year is also difficult for another 
reason, with players getting hired and fired - 
that’s the cold, hard facts of the sport. There are 
people bowling and batting for their careers. 
There can be a lot of different emotions flying 
around a changing room. 

If you're sacked or have just signed a new 
deal, you don’t want to give too much away 
because your mate could be in a different 
situation. You can't be celebrating or looking 
glum. You've got to be grown up. It’s a strange 
time of year. 

I was sacked at Glamorgan. I was 
disappointed to be left out, but it freshened me 
up and I came to Kent, where I've enjoyed it. 

Cricket is more ruthless than people might 
think. Players have bills and mortgages to pay, 
so you want to score runs and take wickets, not 
just for the team but for your future. 

When people look at cricket, they might think 
it's awesome being a professional sportsman. 
Yes it is, but every year could be your last. 

If you leave, you might have to get another job 
that's nothing to do with cricket - that's how it is. 


The Viking’s preparing

THE date was January 8,2007, the time 5.45 pm, 
and former world champion Andy ‘The Viking’ 
Fordham had drunk his last drink. 

Told by doctors that his boozing was pushing 
him to the brink, he went dry in a battle that has 
gripped him and his family and seen him strug¬ 
gle in the game he loves. 

The former Dartford and Thamesmead resi¬ 
dent, who is coming to Margate for an exhibition 
match in October, collapsed backstage minutes 
before his opening-round match at the BDO 
World Championships at Lakeside in 2007. 

Since then he has defected to the lesser-ranked 
PDC tournaments and won just £800 in a year 
in one of those seasons, dropping to 303 in the 
world rankings, but he is now dreaming of a 
Lakeside return in January 2015 for another 
shot at the BDO world title he won in 2004. 

The Glasgow Rangers and Millwall fan openly 
admits it has been a roller-coaster ride since he 
was told he would need a liver transplant after 
his collapse, although the operation has been 
postponed since his change of habit. 

“As sad as it sounds, I miss drink every day. I 
could quite easily go back. It’s a continuous 
fight,” he said. 

The Greenwich resident’s return is as much 
for his family as it is for himself, in particular for 
his one-year-old grandaughter, whom he hopes 
to make proud by getting back to the top. 

“All I can tell them is certain things and show 
them things on the telly, but for them to come 
and see it, it would be brilliant,” he said. “It 
would be great for the game as well, because I’ve 
had loads of support. 

“I want to get myself sorted out fitness-wise 
and in January the year after I want to be back at 
Lakeside. The confidence is getting there mas¬ 
sively -1 know the darts is there, but it’s down to 
the fitness.” 

The lack of alcohol on a game day, though, 
has had a big impact on his performance and 
left him open to back pain, which he feels was 
numbed by his former pre-match ritual. 

“Where I don’t drink and I know what I’m 
doing, it’s not going the way I want it to,” he 
said. “I’ve been playing players who a few years 
ago nine times out of 101 would beat and they’re 
kicking my backside - it’s frustrating. The darts 
is coming back, though. 

“I played in the PDC and, because there aren’t 
so many players, the players they have got are

quite strong. For me to build up my confidence, it 
wasn’t happening. Going back to the BDO gave 
me the chance to build up my confidence. 

“The last few tournaments I’ve been to, my 
back has been giving me trouble. I started doing 
exhibitions. I wanted to sit down for half an 
hour, but it doesn’t work like that. If you’re in 
pain, you can’t concentrate and it doesn’t work. 

“I’ve had scans on my back and there’s noth¬ 
ing. I’ve probably had it all my life, but I’ve found 
drink to be the best painkiller.” 

Fordham is getting help from former profes¬ 
sional boxer Dave Walker, doing boxercise class¬ 
es in a bid to drop down in weight, a process he 
went through on ITV’s Celebrity Fit Club in 
2005 alongside the likes of chef Aldo Zilli. 

“I lost about three or four stone on Fit Club,” 
he said. “If I had done it strictly, I could have lost 
more. I’m not as big now, but when I was ill I 
was 31 stone. In less than a year I was down to 
16 stone. I looked horrible. People used to say 


‘You look well’, but I had a mirror at home and I 
knew exactly how I looked.” 

Since then, he has put much of that weight 
back on and does not register on the scales at his 
gym. 

“If I can get to 18 stone, I will be well happy 
with that, back to my fighting weight,” he said. 
“Dave’s scales only go up to 21 stone and I didn’t 
register on that -1 would have said I’m 2 5 stone. 

“The thing is, there is a lazy 20 stone and a fit 
20 stone. I don’t think I would want to be skinny 
again - it would be a pain with all the birds and 
that for the missus!” 

Since Fit Club and his subsequent ill-health, 
Fordham has had plenty of time to reflect on 
how his drinking impacted on his family, espe¬ 
cially his wife Jenny. 

“The biggest row we had was over half a lager 
shandy,” he said. “We had a massive row - she 
was in tears and I was in tears. It was probably 
the biggest moment of that crisis. I realised the

only person to blame for it was me. Everything I 
did, alcohol was an excuse. I would drink four 
hours before flying because I was nervous - once 
I started, I was off. I would be up at 4am to drink 
before a radio interview at 6am. I realised and I 
changed totally. 

“The worst thing that happened to me was the 
first time I was on TV I drank shedloads. The 
trouble was, it worked, so I thought I had to do it 
every time. I had to drink the right brandy and 
Holsten Pils. 

“One thing I never was, was a nasty drunk. I 
used to drink a hell of a lot, but people wouldn’t 
realise I had been drinking. 

“They reckon one day I had 60-odd bottles of 
Pils, then spirits after that. It was one of those 
things. I’m not proud of it. I was a different type 
of athlete. 

“One thing people should realise when you’ve 
drunk like that is it’s your family who suffer 
terribly. The tablets they put me on made me a 


miserable git. I was horrible. It was just through 
something I didn’t really need.” 

That support from family and friends saved 
him from becoming another George Best or Paul 
Gascoigne, comparisons that were made at the 
time of his hospitalisation. 

“Their names kept coming up when I was in 
hospital,” said Fordham. “They go in a pub and 
people try to force drink down them, but I’ve 
been lucky. My missus Jenny has stuck with me 
through a lot. I’ve had all that support.” 

It is a sad tale that Fordham’s only memories 
of his big matches come from trawling through 
his scrapbooks made by his dad, or by watching 
DVDs and videos with his family, as what hap¬ 
pened on those evenings has been lost to drink. 

“People say things about being in a certain 
pub and I say I don’t remember going to the 
town, let alone the pub. Those days are in the 
past now. 

“There are things in the scrapbook I can’t re¬ 


member, like the World Championship final. I 
don’t remember the venue, going on stage or 
getting the trophy. 

“In the paper it says in the break that the two 
players went into the back room - one played 
darts and the other had a few large brandies and 
bottles of Pils. I know which one was me now. 

“I’ve watched it back on DVD and it looks like 
I enjoyed myself. That’s a shame, really - one of 
the biggest moments of my life and I can’t re¬ 
member it.” 

Reminiscing is fine, but there is no point dwell¬ 
ing on the past for Fordham. 

“It’s nobody’s fault but my own. The truth is I 
was lucky because I was always fit and a good- 
looking chap. There’s only one person who’s 
ruined it all and that’s me. People say to me ‘If 
you could go back, would you?’. But you can’t 
go back. Trying to think of things like that is 
pointless. I can’t change anything I’ve done.” 

The 51-year-old paints a very different picture 


of himself as a youngster to the man we know 
today. 

“My dad didn’t drink, my mum never drank,” 
he said. “I used to be really fit. I used to run for 
the school, play football. I had a nickname - the 
whippet. But with the people I hung around 
with, if you could go in the pub and get a drink it 
was a massive thing on your CV. 

“I looked old enough when I was 14. I just 
wanted to get drunk as soon as I could.” 

Fordham is genuinely appreciative and sur¬ 
prised at the continued support he has from fans 
given the time he has been out of the limelight. 

“I haven’t been on telly now since I was ill in 
2007, but I walk around with people who are on 
TV and people want my picture. I get quite em¬ 
barrassed at times,” he said. 

“I think it’s because I am who I am -1 don’t try 
to be any different. I’ve seen what’s happened to 
some of them who’ve made a few quid, but I’m 
not going to start knocking players.”
